Annual Report of the Woman's Auritiary 

The past year has been an extremely 
successful one in the history of the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary. Under the leadership of 
our President, Mrs. Clarence L. Harper, 
the meetings, which have been held 
monthly from October to May, have in- 
creased in interest. The reports that have 
been read each month by the delegates to 
the various Committees, have told of the 
sunlight and shadows in the life and work 
of those soldiers of the Cross who are 
fighting and winning trophies for their 
Master in home and foreign lands; and 
many matters of interest in the mission 
field have been discussed. Two of these 
monthly meetings were especially pleas- 


ant; in the first, members of the mis 
study class, by their answers to questions 
on work in the Philippines, showed wide 
knowledge of the subject and added to 


the interest and information of the rest 
of the Auxiliary, The next meeting was 
largely devoted to prayer, many of the 
members speaking of some special branch 
of mission work and its needs and offering 
prayer for it. 

During the year we have had the pleas- 
ure of having with us Archdeacon Steel, 
who spoke of his work in Cuba; Miss 
Richmond, who told of her life in Shang- 
hai, Chir id Mrs. Knorr, President of 
the Domestic Committee, who spoke 
earnestly of the obligation on all bap- 
tized persons to obey the Great Com- 
mission, 

It was a great satisfaction to us to be 
able to send so large and valuable a box 
to a missionary in Kansas. It filled many 
needs and was highly appreciated. Two 
hundred and піп ine dollars has 
passed through the Treasurer’s hands this 
year; of this amount, $56.26 went toward 
Foreign Missions; $178.50 to Domestic 
Missions, and $23.00 to Diocesan Mis- 
sions, the rest to various small calls, and 
much more we would like to have been 
able to give in response to stirring ap- 
peals, if our treasury had been better 
filled. 

We feel that if all the ladies of our 
Church knew of the interesting meetings 
held on the first Monday of each month, 
they would come in increasing numbers, 
and having once come, would find it hard 
to stay away. à

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BANANA FRITTERS.— Peel bananas, 
cut in lengthwise slices. Let them steep an 
hour with sugar and lemon juice, dip in 
iritter batter, and fry as directed for apple 
fritters. 

NEAPPLE FRITTERS.— Sprinkle 
nch slices of fresh pineapple with 
sugar; let stand one hour. Dip each into 
ain fritter batter, drop into deep kettle 
of smoking hot fat, fry brown, Drain on 
paper and sprinkle with powdered sugar. 

CORN FRITTERS.— To one pint 
seraped corn add one-half cup milk, one- 
half cup flour, one tabiespoon melted but- 
ter, two beaten eggs, one teaspoon salt, 
one-third teaspoon pepper, one teaspoon 
Rumford Baking Powder. Beat well, and 
iry in small spoonfuls as directed. 

STRAWI RY FRITTERS.— Crush 
and sieve fresh berries to make one cup 
pulp. Add three beaten eggs, one tea- 
spoon sugar, one cup flour mixed with one 
teaspoon Rumford Baking Powder and 
enough more flour to make thick drop 
batter. Fry in deep kettle of smoking fat, 
and serve with plenty of mashed berries. 

HOMINY FRITTERS.—To one pint 
hot boiled hominy add two beaten eggs, 
one-half teaspoon dash of pepper, 
one-half cup milk. When cool add flour 
to make a thin drop batter, and one tea- 
spoon Rumford Baking Powder. Beat and 
drop in hot fat by small spoonfuls. 

APPLE  FRITTERS.— Four large 
sound apples, peeled, cored, and cut each 
into four slices, two tablespoons sugar, 
one teaspoon extract nutmeg.

APPLE ROLL—Two cups flour, two 
teaspoons Rumford Baking Powder. two 
tablespoons butter or lard, milk to mix to 
a dough (about three-fourths cup), six 
apple Mix and sift flour 
‘cer, rub in the lard or but- 
ter and make a dough with the milk.

Ty strong coffee; cool and add it 
ili pint thin (coffee) cream, four 
eggs, beaten slightly, four tablespoons 
sugar. Strain into small cups and place 
them in а shallow pan, Put boiling hot 
water into the pan until it reaches half 
way up the cups. Set into a moderate 
oven and cook very gently until the cus- 


tard is firm. — Serve ice cold with little 
cakes. 


STEAMED FRUIT PUFFS.— Two 
cups flour, two teaspoons Rumford Bak- 
ing Powder, three-fourths cup milk, pinch 
of salt, preserved fruit.

U. OF P. RECORDS SHOW DR. W. 
H. HUTT STARTED CAMPAIGN 
HERE IN 1870 
Many important experiments and dis- 
ries had their origin in the Medical 
School of the Univei of Pennsyl- 
vania or with its graduates ording to 

records compiled by that institution, 

Last spring, the University Penn- 
sylvania dedicated a bronze medallion in 
the medical building to the memory of 
Crawford W. Long. of the class of 1839, 
who first used ether as an anesthetic in 
surgery on March 30, 1842. Another 
movement which has attracted world- 
wide attention is that for the prevention 
of tuberculosis. The pioneer in this cru- 
sade was William H. Hutt, M.D., of the 
class of 1870, who is credited with hav- 
ing started a propaganda against the dis- 
ease three y after he was graduated 
from the Department of Medicine. In 
1873, he took up the cause by numerous 
investigations, and established a special 
clinic for consumptives at the Southwark 
Church Dispensary.

Dr. Hutt's investigations showed that 
consumption was a disease found largely 
among those who were unable by lack of 
means to procure suitable food, and that 
it generally existed in over-erowded 
houses, where there was a lack of sun- 
shine and fresh air; where the sick and 
well were huddled together, not only to 
sleep, but to carry on their daily occupa- 
tions.

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AMERICA'S SLAUGHTER DAY 

In the mad rush for pleasure, or per- 
haps better in the rush for mad pleasure, 
have we lost entirely our sense of the fit- 
ness of the first day of the week, the 
Lord's Day? Man is sometimes defined 
as a religious animal, and we think it is 
meant to apply to every one belonging 
to the genus man; yet when we pick up 
the newspaper and read the striking 
statistics of Sunday desecrators, we 
sometimes wonder whether we have not 
a misnomer in our definition, и long 
ago, one of the New York papers desig- 
nated Sunday as "America's Slaughter 
Day," and gave some statistics to prove 
it. ‘The statistics cover twenty-five Sun- 
days, from April 6 to September 21, in- 
clusive, showing that on these Sundays 
173 persons were killed; 250 injured, 
many of them fatally. These statistics 
apply largely to the vicinty of New York. 
"Thousands of drownings, motor acci- 
dents, picnic affrays, and other happen- 
ings which make Sunday the national 
slaughter day, have occurerd on the first 
day of the weck these few months past 
from Tallahasse to Seattle, of which New 
York papers have taken no notice, They 
have been sufficiently busy with acci- 
dents near at hand. And these accidents 
in what we may be called the New York 
sphere of news are sufficietn to show that 
tabulation of the whole nation's Sunday 
killing and wounding since April would 
be staggering. 

‘There is no use, of course, crying for 
the old fashioned Sabbath to come back; 
it is gone, and perhaps wisely gone, but 
we are coming to the time when the 
meaning of our New Testament Sunday 
and the value of it in our wonderful 
America will have passed beyond recog- 
nition? While the number oí worshipers 
in our churches is not growing appre- 
ciably less, the number oí Sunday 
frolickers is appreciably greater. It be-

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White Layer Cake 


One-half сар butter, one and one-half cups 
sugar, one-half cup milk, one teaspoon favor- 
ing extract, one and one-half cups flour, one- 
third teaspoon salt, one teaspoon baking pow- 
der, four egg whites. Beat the butter and 
sugar to a cream; add the milk and favoring, 
then the flour, salt and baking powder sifted 
together, Beat very thoroughly, and then fold 
in very gently the stiffly-beaten whites of the 
eggs. Bake about twenty minutes in layer- 
cake pans, putting the layers together with 
any desired filling. 


Sunshine Cake 


Beat the yolks of five eggs very light with 
опе cuplul of granulated sugar silted twice, 
add the grated rind and half the juice of one 
lemon. Whip the whites of five eggs to a 
froth, then fold in one coffee cupful of four 
(twice sifted), pour the batter into a deep cake 
pan, having the bottom covered with white 
paper (alter slightly buttering the tin), and 
bake fory-five minutes in a slow oven, When 
done, turn carefully out on a napkin and break 
into squares. 


Cocoanut Cookies 


Cream well together one-half of a cupful of 
butter and опе сарі of fine granulated sugar. 
Add one-quarter of a teaspoonful of salt, one 
well-beaten egg, one cupful of freshly 
cocoanut, one-quarter of a cupful of mi 
cupful of flour mixed with one scant teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder, one scant teaspoonful 
of vanilla, and as much more sifted flour аз 
may be necessary to mix to a soit dough. Roll 
out, cut into circles or any desired shapes, 
brush with white of egg, place in flat, greased 
pans, and bake in a moderate oven 


Nut Paste Icing 

Cook one cupful of sugar to 4 caramel the 
color of coffee, adding quickly half a cupful of 
boiling water when the caramel is cooked, and 
when evenly melted, slowly boil to a thick 
syrup. Remove from tl: fire and stir in one- 
third of a cupful of nut meats pounded to a 
paste, one scant teaspoonful of vanilla ex- 
tract and sufficient confectioners’ sugar to 
make a paste thick enough to spread without 
running. Almonds or pecans are best to use, 


Chocolate Loaf Cake 


Gradually add to a cupful of butter well 
creamed, one cupful of sugar, one cupful of 
sifted brown sugar, one cupful of molasses, 
the well-beaten yolks of four eggs, two ounces 
(four tablespoonfuls) of chocolate melted over 
hot water, then alternately one-half cupful 
each of milk and cream with four cupfuls of 
twice-sifted flour, with which has been sifted 
one teaspoonful each of cream of tartar, cinna- 
mon and mace, and half a teaspoonful each of 
soda and cloves. Bake slowly, and, if desired, 
invert on a wire stand and ice to taste. 


Inexpensive Fruit Cake 


Two cups flour, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-quarter teaspoon ground cloves, one- 
half teaspoon ground nutmeg, опе tea- 
spoon «round cinnamon, two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-quarter cup butter, one cup 
sugar, one cup raisins, one-half cup cur- 
rants, one egg, one cup milk, Sift together the 
flour, salt, spices, and baking powder; rub in 
the butter and add the sugar and fruit. Mix 
to soft dough with the egg and milk, and bake 
in a loaf-cakg pan in a moderate oven about 
three-quarters of an hour

15 TO THE RENTING OF PEWS OR 
SITTINGS 

Renting a pew or part of a pew, is really 
nothing more than a regular method of con- 
tributing a fixed amount toward the ex- 
pense of conducting the Church. 

Under the Charter of our Church, mem- 
hers of the Church who have paid pew rent 
for two successive years immediately pre- 
ceding a vestry election are qualified to 
vote 

The rentals have been classified so that 
entire pews can be rented for a year at from 
$16 to $96—and a sitting at from $4 to $16. 
The rental is payable quarterly, January, 
April, July, and October. In cases where 
residence in the neighborhood is temporary, 
a proportionate adjustment can be made for 
those who desire to rent for a period. 

The Accounting Warden, Mr. Harper, 
can be inquired of for additional informa- 
tion at the close of any of the Church serv- 
ices, or by letter, if more convenient.

CHURCH PERIODICAL CLUB 


One of the most important and helpful 
activities of the Church is this Periodical 
Club, about which most people seem to have 
but a very hazy idea. We have a branch 
here in St. Matthias’, did you know it? 

Let us first give a brief description of 
the purposes of the organization. Its ob- 
ject is to collect magazines and periodicals 
which have been read, and forward them 
to persons who, either on account of strait- 
ened circumstances or situation in out-of- 
the-way places, are otherwise deprived of 
good reading matter. For example, the 
Editor knows of one instance where a 
woman who had received a magazine from 
one of the members of the Club was un- 
able to acknowledge it for many month,s 
because she too poor to buy a post- 
card. 'The gratitude of some of the re- 
cipients is really pathetic. 

‘There are three ways in which such read- 
ing matter may be forwarded: 

(1) (and best). The main office of the 
society will send you the name of a person 
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desiring magazines, etc., and you personally 
send your magazine, regularly each month 
(or week) after you have read it, with an 
occasional personal letter to the recipient 
This is often productive of much satisfac 
tion to the sender, and fruitful correspond- 
ences and friendships frequently result 

(2) The Parish Secretary receives the 


periodicals from the parishioners and for- 
wards them to addresses given by the main 
office. This requires that contributions be 
made in the parish to defray cost of mail 
ing. 

(3) The Parish Secretary collects the 
periodicals and sends them to the main of 
fice, where they are forwarded to the de- 
sired addresses. This is the least expensive. 
but also the least satisfactory way, because 
it entirely lacks the personal and interest- 
ing touch. 

lt will be our pleasure to have Mrs 
Kempton, the head of the Church Period- 
ical Society, to address the next meeting of 
the Womens! Auxiliary and Guild, and hope 
that there will be a large attendance, for 
Mrs, Kempton is heartily interested in the 
work and is a most delightful and absorb- 
ing speaker. 

We are also happy to announce that Miss 
Kate Lee Dando has accepted the secre- 
taryship for this parish. We bespeak for 
her the cordial and generous co-operation 
of every member of St. Matthias’ in this 
splendid work. 


The real reason men and women decline 
to identify themselves with the Church and 
come to Church to worship is that they 
do not love the great Head of the Church, 
do not believe the story of His love for 
them.

$ WAR 


"Food will win the war—don't waste it!" 
Some of us have seen this sign and heart- 
ily agreed with its message. Perhaps, how- 
ever, we do not know exactly what measure 
to take in order to conserve the food which 
is so precious at this time above all others. 
Good should never be wasted. It would 
be well if we shared in the attitude of the 
Arab who views waste of even a crust of 
bread as a crime. Especially is it true now. 
We must conserve every ounce of food. 
How can we waste—nay, how dare we— 
when thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren are starving to death in Belgium, Ar- 
menia, Serbia, and other European coun- 
tries because of our extravagance?

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Our Government has asked us to do three 
definite things: 

(1) To try to have seven “wheatless 
meals” each week—in which we eat nothing 
made entirely or principally of wheat. 

(2) To aim at fourteen “meatless nieal 
each week; in other words, have meat but 
one meal a day. 

(3) To have twenty-one "wasteless 
meals” each week; that is, not to throw 
away any left-overs, but use up every par- 
ticle. This includes fat from meats. 

We are asked to make a definite effort to 
do these things, and to make a written re- 
port of our success, during the two weeks 
beginning October 28, and to continue the 
effort in some manner until the end of De- 
cember. ч

no cutting down in our giving to the Lord's 
work in the Church. If ever there was need 
of the Church's blessed spiritual ministry 
to the lost sinner, the suffering and the sor- 
rowing, it is just now as war has laid its 
burden of death and suffering and hunger 
upon the world. The work of the Church 
ought to be intensified and missionary ac- 
tivities ought to be pushed more earnestly 
than ever, in order to meet the world's cry- 
ing need. It is the great mission of the 
Christian Church to minister in just such 
trials and emergencies as this. Whatever 
you do, wherever else you economize, do not 
cut down your gifts to the Church’s work. 
Keep it going. The Gospel is vital to the 
life and higher welfare of the world’s 
peoples.—Lutheran Church Work and Ob-

This Christmas finds the world in the 
greatest turmoil and chaos. It is a condi- 
tion which has never existed before, and

again. In the midst of so much anxiety 
and sorrow, it seems almost vain and super- 
cilious to wish each othe lerry Christ- 
mas", and yet, on further reflection, it 
so? Is it not rather the part of Christians 
to rejoice in spite of tribulation, to give 
thanks that God has spared us so long from 
the sacrifices of war, to be happy in the 
hope and confidence that He will bring it 
all out right in the end, and that the world 
will emerge from this ordeal purified, chas- 
tened, refined, brought closer to God, to

enjoy a lasting peace and universal democ- 


5, I believe that we should rejoice all 
the more for that one blessed Light in the 
midst of all this darkness, for, without that 
Light, how dark it would be! 

So, let us heartily wish each other a 
“Merry Christmas", and let our wish be 
backed up by action. Let us not forget that 
some twelve or more of our young men 
are serving in various branches of the 
Country's forces, and send them some 
Christmas token. Their names and ad- 
dresses are printed in another place in this 
issue, 

Now, one other matter—the attendance at 
our Church services. Unless your Rector 
had been endowed with a fairly generous 
supply of courage and optimism he would 
have given up to some rather gloomy feel- 
ings as he looked over the congregations for 
the past three months. While the number 
at the evening service has increased quite 
materially—and we are thankful for that— 
yet this has been offset by a corresponding 
decrease in the morning. ‘The evening serv- 
ices have increased from about sixty or 
eventy-five to between one hundred and 
one hundred and twenty-five, while the 
morning services have only averaged about 
one hundred and thirty-four, as compared 
with one hundred and fifty-four early this 
year. This is not reaching the goal. Гат 
sure that it isn’t because you feel that you 
do not need the Church or that it isn't your 
duty, but simply carelessness and lack of 
missionary spirit—come and bring some- 
body. 

Have you ever stopped to look over your 
own personal record in regard to this mat- 
ter? 

How many services have I attended dur- 
ing the past month? 

How many people have I spoken to about 
coming to Church? 

How many have I brought with me? 

What have I done to further the Church's 
work? 
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What proportion of my means have I 
given to its support? 

What would my Church amount to if all 
its members were like me? 

Let us ponder all these questions, espe- 


cially the last, carefully and earnestly, and 


then get down on our knees and pray for 
God's forgiveness of our past neglect and 
for strength to do better, Remember that 
the Church is simply the reflection of each 
member, and that every one must do his 
or her part. 

Make one of your Christmas s the 
gift of yourself to the service of the Church.

“Louise STOCKTON ANDI 


Our class has been named after “Louise 
Stockton Andrews”, We believe that she 
was a girl whom we all wish to imitate. 
She made her religion a part of herself, and 
there was nothing about her that she a: 
sumed for the occasion. [t was deeply 
bedded in her, influencing every deed or 
word, 

Louise Andrews was not a famous 
woman, She was only a girl. She 
born in Plainfield, N. J., on December 2, 
1892. Hers was the healthy, happy child- 
hood of a real girl. Her grandmother, who 
lived in her home, was her "playmate", as 


+ she called her. 


Louise, in her later years, wrote a poem 
about her, and called it "My РЇ; n. 
She was bright and full of humor. Her 
High School teacher of English writes: "I 
do not know on what day of the year Louise 
was born, but often when I think of her, 
this line from my Childhood's Birthday 
book comes springing to my mind: 
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“The child that is born on the Sabbath 
Is blithe and bonny and good and ga 


It scems as if her streak of mischievousness 
doubled her influence. That charming mix- 
ture of jester and saint made us want to 
know her better, and acquaintance means 
influence. 

I like best to remember her as she was 
at school; full of fun, deeply in earnest, 
loving all the games and pleasures, yet re- 
serving an inner place of quiet where she 
shut the door on outward things and where 
she found peace. Her beautiful brown eyes 
could dance with mirth one moment, and 
the next, glow with a kind of smothered 
feeling. 

Like every one el 


she chose the friends 
who most appealed to her, but she did not 
want anyone to think her a snob, and no 
one did. It was a public school, and the 
girls less fortunate than herself must not 
realize that there was a difference. 


е, 


One day when we had “speeches”, Louise 
spoke on "Friendship". None of us will 
ever forget that day. She stood before us, 
young and beautiful, and spoke from the 
note-book of her heart. Here and there 
she inserted a little vein of humor—just to 
make us sure she was the same Louise— 
but, in the main, it like a great thanks- 
giving for the friendships that had made 
her life so rich. When she was through, 
there was a moment of silence and then, not 
quite sure whether "the teacher" would ap- 
prove or not, the class began to clap. Did 
I approve? I clapped the loudest of them 
all.” 

When she was fourteen she began to 
teach in one of the Missions of the Crescent 
Avenue Church, where she had a class of 
boys of her own age. One of the boys of 
her class was heard to say, boy fashion, 
what it meant to them. “Some five years 
ago Louise Andrews came to Hope Chapel 
to teach our Sunday School, which was 
composed of fellows, varying in ages from 
fourteen to sixteen years. For almost three 
years she continued to teach us, and they 


will be remembered by every fellow in the 
years of happy, worthy association 
with one who was an incentive to young 
people for good and upright living.” 

With the exception of 1909, when Louise 
went abroad to spend the summer, she was 
almost invariably with her father and 
mother at Northfield to attend the Summer 
Bible Conference. It was at the North- 
field Conferences that she gained many of 
her friends. One of the friends with whom 
she became acquainted was Marion Meigs. 
She met her first at school commencement, 
to which Louise had come as the guest of 
one of her many boy friends. But it was 
not until a month later, at the Young 
Women's Conference at Northfield, that 
they really knew each other. They went 
to almost every meeting together, although 
when they felt especially wicked, they would 
skip one, and sitting on the grass, would 
question and inform each other such as 
only fifteen and sixteen-year-old girls can 
do, Yet, after all, Marion was only one 
amongst a host of friends at that confer- 
ence, for they were legion, and she well re- 
membered how many there were who 
claimed Louise’s friendship and her time. 

In September of 1911 Louise went to the 
hospital with throat trouble. Her stay in 
the hospital was short, but she had to go 
back again in January, and for the next 
year the battle for health and life carried 
her from one refuge to another, until she 
came back to the calm of home to await 
whatever might come, but to await it with 
indomitable courage and with dauntless 
hope. 

Just before Louise’s death, the commit- 
tee of the Young Women’s Conference 
voted to have a girls’ camp at Northfield, 
as a holiday home for girls needing rest 
for body and mind. When the sad news

reached them, the committee decided to | 


name the camp the Louise Andrews Camp 
for Girls. The summer after there were 
from fifty to seventy-five girls in the camp. 
A large photograph of Louise hangs in the 
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living room, and her spirit truly pervades 
the place. Eternity alone will reveal how 
many girls have caught their vision of the 
Master through this radiant and conse- 
crated life. 

We wish that parents and others would 
come and see what our school is doing.

THE DISCIPLINE OF PRAYER 


There is needed in every Christian life a 
foundation of “disciplinary” ргауег— 
prayer by rule and method, and, if need be, 
against the grain,—prayer which is in it- 
self almost a form of fasting, because it is 
one long breaking in of one's self. The 
secret and condition of "spontaneous" 
prayer is systematic prayer. It is he who 
guards most jealously his times of prayer 
who will also most readily pray at any time. 
In any art, the greatest masters practice 
most, and on the definite, slogging self-dis- 
cipline of years depends the power of their 
sublimest moments—those in which rules 
are transcended and forgotten. And so in 
prayer, though it is never perfect until it 
is spontaneous, the greatest masters have 
not been above the systematizing of it— 
the regular "stirring up one's self," so that 
one can count on really "taking hold" in 
emergenc 


Yet it is here that most of us find we fail, 
not because we do not believe all this, but 
because we do not value the reward of it 
highly enough to secure enough time to gain 
it. We work on the opposite of. Luther's 
plan, Of him it is recorded that, at the be- 
ginning of any specially crowded and exact- 
ing day, he would say, “To-day 1 shall be 
twice as busy as usual; I must therefore 
have four hours of prayer instead of two." 
lt has been the practice of some of the 
busiest and most efficient of men to safe- 
guard, at all costs, their stated. morning 
period of prayer against possible infraction, 
by the simple expedient of getting up 
earlier in proportion as the day in front 
of them was fuller. And such men have 
not died of overstrain before their time. 
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Some have even testified to a sense of 
physical compensation for the rest fore- 
gone, quite apart from the spirit 
for which they forewent it.

Again 
and again he s his congregation 
as they will sit before him on Sunday 
morning, and he writes or arranges his 
thoughts as it seems to him will best 
carry the message to this heart or to that 
according to what he supposes to be their

PASTORAL LETTER ff 
Dear Parishioners:— + 

In last month's letter I spoke of the un- 
m able manifesting of a new spirit in 
the parish. Since that letter was written, 
that idea been still more strongly ex- 
hibited in various ways—(1) In our last 
Parish Meeting, for example, the earnest 
desire to further the work of our Church 
and make it the force in our community 
which it should Ье. (2) In the Men's Club 
meeting, on Friday, February 8, when the 
discussing of plans for future efforts on the 
part of the men waxed exceedingly enthusi- 
astic and interesting. (3) In the splendid 
progress being made in our Sunday School. 
‘Two items of note stand forth prominently : 
(a) On Sunday, February 17, we reached 
the high-water mark in attendance—206— 
the largest, we believe, in seven or eight 
years; (b) The interest shown by the mem- 
bers of the congregation in the Adult Bible 
Class, recently organized by the Rector. 
Already fifteen have enrolled as members, 
and on last Sunday all but one were pres- 
ent, in addition to two visitors. If any 
others desire to enroll, they should not de- 
lay, for it seems probable that the size of 
the class will have to be limited in the near 
future, on account of lack of room in the 
meeting-place. 

Not only these particular signs exist, 
however; in addition, there are other in- 
dividual evidences too numerous to men- 
tion. 

"Therefore, let us thank God for this en- 
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couragement, and go on zealously doing our 
part for the upbuilding of the Church. Es- 
pecially make it a point to be present at all 
the services, if possible. During Lent try 
to take advantage of the extra opportunities 
for worship and for hearing the preachers 
whom we have invited to come and give us 
a message. 

Let me call to your especial attention the 
Parish Meeting on Monday, March 11, at 
8.00 P. M. We want everybody to come 
for there will be discussed and decided at 
that time matters which are of vital import- 
ance to the parish, and in which every 
single one of us is concerned. Don't stay 
home, and then, later on, when these things 
go into effect, say that you don't approve of 
them, and you didn't know anything about 
them, or you certainly would have objected, 
Better be on hand, and then if you have 
anything to say, say it in the meeting, so 
that we can have every one’s ideas on the 
matter, and do what is best for all con- 
cerned.

М усаг ago 1 went to Poland to learn 
its facts concerning the remnant of a 
people that had been decimated by war. 
The country had been twice devastated. 
First the Russian Army swept through it, 
and then the Germans. Along the roadside 
from Warsaw to Pinsk, the present firing 
line 230 miles, near half a million people 
had died of hunger and cold. The way 


was strewn with their bones picked clean by 
the crows. With their usual thrift, the 
Germans were collecting the larger bones 
to be milled into fertilizer, but finger and 
toe bones lay on the ground with the mud- 
covered and rain-soaked clothing. 

Wicker baskets were scattered along the 
мау ће basket in which the baby swings 
from the rafter in every peasant home. 
Every mile there were scores of them, each 
one telling a dea 


h. I started to count, but 
after a little I had to give it up, there were 
so many. 

"That is the desolation one saw along the 
great road from Warsaw to Pinsk, mile 
after mile, more than 200 miles. They told 
me a million people were made homeless 
in six weeks of the German drive in August 
and September, 1916. They told me 400,000 
died on the way. The rest, scarcely half 
alive, got through with the Russian Army. 
Many of these € been sent to Siberia; it 
is these people whom the Paderewski com- 
mittee is trying to relieve, 


In the refugee camps, 300,000 survivors: 
of the flight were gathered by the Germans, 
members of broken families. They were 
lodged in jerry-built barracks, scarcely 
water-proof, unlighted, unwarmed in the 
dead of winter. Their clothes, where the 
buttons were lost, were sewed on. There 
were no conveniences, they had not been 
able to wash for weeks. Filth and infection 


from vermin were spreading. They were 
famished, their daily ration 
and a pie 


cup of soup 
of bread as big as my fist. 

In Warsaw, which had not been de- 
stroyed, а city of 1,000,000 inhabitant 


one 
of the most prosperous cities of Europe 
before the war, the streets were lined with 
people in the pang of starvation. Famished 
and rain-soaked, they squated there, with 
their elbows on their knees or leaning 
against the buildings, too feeble to lift a 
hand for a bit of money or a morsel of 
bread if one offered it, perishing of hunger 
and cold. Charity did what it could. The 
rich gave all that they had, the poor shared 
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their last crust. Hundreds of thousands 
were perishing. Day and night the picture 
is before my eyes—a people starving, a 
nation dying. 

In tha ation, the German commander 

issued a proclamation, Every able-bodied 
Pole was bidden to Germany to work. If 
any refused, let no other Pole give him to 
eat, not so much as a mouthful, under pen- 
alty of German military law. 
This is the choice the German Govern- 
ment gives to the conquered Pole, to the 
husband and father of a starving family: 
Leave your family to die or survive, as the 
your country which is 
destroyed, to work in Germany, for its 
further destruction, If you are obstinate, 
shall see that you surely starve. 


с: 


п do nothing for them, he only adds to 
their risk and suffering. Leaving them, he 
will be cut off from his family, they may 
never hear from him a 
them. Germany will set him to work, that 
a German workman may be released to fight 
against his own land and people. He shall 
be lodged in barracks, behind barbed wire 
entanglements, under armed guard. He

v it in Poland, I saw the same 
thing in Belgium. I hear of it in Serbia and 
Roumania. For weeks it was always be- 
fore me, always the same. Officers talked

freely, frankly, directly. All the май 
officers have the same view. 

Let me try to tell it, as General Von Kries 
told me, in Poland, in the midst of a dying 
nation, Germany is destined to rule the 
world, or at least a great part of it. The 
German people are so much human material 
for building the German State, other 
people do not count, All is for the glory 
and might of the German State. The lives 
of human beings are to be conserved only 
if it makes for the State's advancement, 
their lives are to be sacrificed if it is to 
the State's advantage. The State is all, the 
people are nothing. 

Conquered people signify little in the 
German account. Life, liberty, happiness, 
human sentiment, family ties, grace, and 
generous impulse, these have no place be- 
side the one concern, the greatness of the 
German State. 

Starvation must excite no pity ; sympathy 
must not be allowed, if it hampers the main 
design of promoting Germany's ends. 

"Starvation is here," said General Von 
"Candidly, we would like to see it 
; we fear our soldiers may be un- 
bly affected. by the things that they 
sec, But since it is here, starvation must 
serve our purpose, So we set it to work 
for Germany, By starvation we can accom- 
plish in two or three years in t Poland 
more than we have in West Poland, which 
is East Prussia, in the last hundred years 
With that in view, we propose to turn this 
force to our advantage. 


“This country is meant for Germany, 
continued the keeper of starving Poland. “It 
is a rich alluvial country, which Germany 
has needed for some generations. We pro- 
pose to remove the able-bodied working 
Poles from this country. It leaves it open 
for the inflow of German working people as 
fasi we can spare them. They will oc- 
cupy it and work 


Then with a cunning smile, "Can't you 
see how it works out? By and by we shall 
give back freedom to Poland. When that 


happens, Poland will appear. automatically 
as a German province." 

In Belgium, General Von Bissing told me 
exactly the same thing. “If the relief of 
Belgium breaks down, we can force the 
industrial population into Germany through 
starvation, and colonize other Belgians in 
Mesopotamia, where we have planned 
large irrigation works; Germans will then 
overrun Belgium. Then when the war is 
over and freedom is given back to Belgium, 
it will be a German Belgium that is re- 
stored. Belgium will be a German prov- 
ince, and we have Antwerp—which is what 
we are after.” 

In Poland, the able-bodied men are being 
removed to relieved the German workman 
and make the land vacant for Germany. 
In Belgium, the men are deported that the 
country may be a German colony. In 
Serbia, where three-fourths of a million 
people out of 3,000,000 have perished 
miserably in the last three years, Germany 
hardens its heart, shuts its eyes to the suf- 
fering, thinks only of Germany's gain. In 
Arme 600,000 people were slain in cold 
blood by Kurds and Turks, under the dom- 
ination and leadership of German officers— 
Germany looking on, indifferent to the 
horror and woe, intent only on seizing the 
opportunity thus given. War, famine, pes- 
tilence—these bring to the German mind no 
apy for humane effort, only the resolu- 
tion to profit from them to the utmost that 
the German State may be powerful and 
great. 

"That is not all. Removing the men, that 
the land may be vacant for German occupa- 
tion, that German stock may replace Bel- 
gians, Poles, Serbians, Armenians, and now 
Roumanians, Germany does more. Women 
left captive are enslaved. Germany makes 
all manner of lust its instrumentality. 

The other day a friend of mine told me 
of a man just returned from northern 
France. “I can not tell you the details,” 
he said, “man to man, I don’t want to repeat 
what I heard.” Some of the things he did 
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tell—shocking mutilation and moral mur- 
der. He told of women, by the score, in 
occupied territory of northern France, 
prisoned in underground dungeons, tethered 
for the use of their bodies by officers and 


5 not a piece of the Pru: 
tem, it is the logical product of 
of the rights of others. 

Such is the German mind as it was dis- 
closed to me in several weeks' contact with 
officers of the staff. Treaties are scraps of 
paper, if they hinder German aims. 
Treachery is condoned and praised, if it 
falls in with German interest. Men, lands, 
countries, are German prizes. Populations 
are to be destroyed or enslaved so Germany 
may gain. Women are Germany's prey, 
children are spoils of war. God gave Ger- 
many the Hohenzollern, and together they 
are destined to rule Europe and, eventually, 
the world—thus reasons the Kaiser, 

Coolly, deliberately, officers of the Ger- 
man staff, permeated by this monstrous phil- 
osophy, discuss the denationalization of 
peoples, the destruction of nations, the un- 
doing of other civilizations, for Germany's 
account, 

Tn all the world such a thing has never 
been. 'lhe human mind has never con- 
ceived the like. Even among barbarians, 
the thing would be incredible. ‘The mind 
р the fact that these things 
are proposed and done by a modern Gov- 
ernment professedly a Christian Govern- 
ment, in the family of civilized nations. 

"This system has got to be rooted out. If 


an sys- 
disregard 
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it takes everything in the world, if it takes 
every one of us, this abomination must be 
overthrown. It must be ended, or the 
world is not worth living in. No matter 
how long it takes, no matter how much it 
costs, we must endure to the end with agon- 
ized France, with imperiled Britain, with 
shattered Belgium, with shaken Russia. 

We must hope that Germany will have a 
new birth as Russia is being reborn. We 
must pray, as we fight against the evil that 
is in Germany, that the good which is in 
Germany may somehow prevail. We must 
trust thàt in the end a German really great 
with the strength of a wonderful race may 
find its place as one of the brotherhood of 
nations in the new world that is to be. 

The responsibility of success or failure 
rests now upon our shoulders; the eyes of 
the world are anxiously watching us. Are 
we going to be able to rise to the emer- 
gency, throw off our inefficiency, and prove 
that Democracy is safe for the world?

When Jesus sent out the twelve, he began 
a world-crusade with a Programme beside 
which the German Kaiser's dream of a cen- 
tral European empire is a small affair. 

What the latest news from the 
“front 

Final census returns show that the Chris- 
tian population of India has increased 33 
per cent in the last ten years. 

In the pagoda where 100 years ago Henry 
Martyn went and prayed—Henry Martyn, 
who said he would as soon expect to see 
some one rise from the dead as to see a 
Brahman become a Christian—converted 
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Brahmans, converted. Mohammedans, men 
from every province of India, met to or- 
ganize a native missionary society under 
ative management and supported by native 
money. 

Would you like to know how the Church 
is backing the ‘Twelve? 

Entire Christendom is giving less than 
$50,000,000 a year to missions, a sum 
roughly estimated at between two cents and 
three cents a member. In the mission fields 
the amount per capita is much larger than 
in Christian lands. African Christians, 
only a decade out of savagery, gave last 
year five dollars for each communicant. In 
Korea they give $3.50 a member. In Persia 
they contribute $6.25 a member; yet in 
Africa wages are only ten cents a day, and 
in Korea from 15 to 25 cents, 

For more than eighty years, missionaries 
in Persia have prayed and labored that the 
two ancient Christian sects, the Nestorian 
and the Armenian, might become revived, 
purified and missionary, and be the instru- 
ment in God’s hand for the evangelization 
of their Mohammedan neighbors. ‘Though 
there has been gathered from among them 
a body of Evangelical Christians organized 
into churches, some of which have become 
self-supporting, and there has been raised 
up a number of earnest and consecrated 
evangelists for Mohammedans, yet the 
prayers have not been fully realized. It may 
be that the present persecutions, unprece- 
dented in their bloody history, is God's voice 
to them as it came to the prophet Jonah, 
saying, “Go, preach the preaching that I bid 
thee.” May we not take the same warning 
for— 


“Heaven doth with us as we with torches 


do,— 
Not light them for themselves. For if our

PARISH MEETING 


April 13, 1918. 

The Parish Meeting was opened with 
prayer by the Rector. The minutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved. 
Twenty-two members were present. 

The Rector reported that the results of 
the Duplex Envelope System were very en- 
couraging. Up to this date, about 154 
pledges, for Parish expenses, were received, 
amounting to $1,010.30; 83 pledges were re- 
ceived for mi amounting to $644.20. 
If this proportion is kept up until at least 
350 pledges are received, not only will our 
Parish expenses be paid, but with the help 
of the Sunday School and the Auxiliary, 
the apportionment will be met, and some 
money left for specials. 

Church attendance was then discussed, 
and the Rector stated that the figures called 
upon his fund of optimism, The average 
attendance at the morning services during 
April was 120; the the evening service, 9o.

over, and all were requested to take the 
subject seriously, and try to attend every 
service, if possible. 

It was stated that the Cross and Crown 
System in the Sunday School has helped the 
attendance, and also increased the interest. 

It was decided to have a committee on 
visiting and regular visits made to every 
member of the congregation. THis com- 
mittee to be under the direction of the 
Parish Visitor. 

Eleven volunteers offered their services 
for this purpose. 

It was resolved to sing the responses at 
both the morning and evening services. The 
musical services are to be kept up, with a 
short address by the Rector. 

The Organ Fund is increasing, and it was 
told how a penny given by a little Sunday 
School scholar had grown to over $10.00, 
and it was still being increased. 

The r meeting, on June 11, is to be a

THE IMMEDIATE AND URGENT 
DUTY AS TO WHEAT 

If we are to furnish the Allies with the 
necessary proportion of wheat to maintain 
their war bread from now until the next 
harvesi—and this is a military necessity— 
we must reduce our monthly consumption 
to 21,000,000 bushels a month as against 
our normal consumption of about 42,000,000. 
bushels, o1 fifty per cent of our normal con- 
sumption, Reserving a margin for distribu- 
tion to the Army and for special c 
leaves for general consumption appro» 
mately one and one-half pounds of wheat 
products weekly per person. Many of our 
consumers are dependent upon bakers’ 
bread. Such bread must be durable, and 
therefore requires a larger proportion of 
wheat products than cereal breads baked 
in the household. Our Army and Navy 
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require a full allowance. The well-to-do 
in our population can make greater sacri- 
fices in the consumption of wheat products 
than can the poor. In addition, our popu- 
lation in the agricultural districts, where the 
other cereals are abundant, are more skilled 
in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and in- 
dustrial populations. 

With improved transportation conditions 
we now have available a surplus of potatoes. 
We also have in the spring months a surplus 
of milk, and we have ample corn and oats 
for human consumption. The drain on rye 
and barley as substitutes has already greatly 
exhausted the supply of these grains. 

To effect the needed saving of wheat we 
are wholly dependent upon the voluntarv 


assistance of the American people, and we 
ask that the following rules shall be ob- 
served: 

1. Householders to use not to exceed a 
total of one and one-half pounds per week 
of wheat products per person. This means 
not more than one and three-quarters 
pounds of Victory bread containing the re- 
quired percentage of substitutes and one 
half pound of cooking flour, macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pie, cakes, wheat break: 
Is, all combined. 

Public 
serve two wheatless days per week—Mon- 
day and Wednesday, as at present. In addi- 
tion thereto not to serve to any one guest 
at any one meal an aggregate of breadstuffs, 
macaroni, crackers, pastry, рі cakes, 
wheat breakfast cereals containing a total 
of more than two ounces of wheat flour. No 
wheat products to be served unles 
ordered. Public eating establishments not 
to buy more than six pounds of wheat pro- 
ducts for each ninety meals served, thus 
conforming with the limitations requested 
of the householders. 

3. Retailers to sell not more than one- 
eighth of a barrel of flour to any town cus- 
tomer at any one time, and not more than 
one-quarter of a barrel to any country cus- 


cer 


ating places and clubs to ob- 


tomer at any one time, and in no 
sell wheat products without the sale of an 
equal weight of other cereals. 

4- We ask the bakers and grocers to re 
d the volume of Victory bread sold by 
delivery of the three-quarter pound. luat 
where one pound was sold before, and cor- 
responding proportions in other weights. 
We also ask bakers not to increase the 
amount of their wheat-Hour purchases be- 
yond seventy per cent of the average 
monthly amount purchased in the four 
months prior to March 1. 

5. Manufacturers using wheat preducts 
for non-food purposes should cease such 
use entirely. 

6. There is no limit upon the use of other 
cereals, flours, and meals, corn, barley, 
buckwheat, potato flour, etc. 

Many thousand families throughout. the 
land are now using no wheat products what- 
ever, except а very small amount for cook- 
ing purposes, and are doing so in [ 
health. "There is no reason 
п people who are 
able to coo kin their own households can not 
subsist perfectly well with the use of less 
wheat products than oneand one-half pounds 
a week, and we specially ask the well-t 
households in the country to follow this a 
d 
vide the necessary marginal supplies for 
those parts of the community less able to 
adapt themselves to so large a proportion 
of substitutes.

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In-order that we shall be able to make 
the wheat exports that are absolutely ^e- 
manded of us to maintain the civil popu- 
lations and soldiers of the Allies and our 
own Army, we propose to supplement the 
voluntary co-operation of the public by a 
further tation of distribution, and we 
shall place at once restrictions on distribu- 
tion, which will be adjusted from time to 
time to secure as nearly equitable distribu- 
п as possible. With the arrival of har- 
vest we should be able to relax such re- 
strictions; until then we ask for the neces- 
sary patience, sacrifice, and co-operation of 
the distributing trades.

One member on our 
ick list has entered into life eternal, and we 
feel grateful that it was our privilege to add 
to her happiness during her last illness. In 
order to systematize the work, a secretary 
was appointed to take charge of each de- 
partment, who will keep the record of work 
«lone and make report at meetings. It was 
also decided to issue a membership card to 
each Missioner, signed by the Rector. 

Added interest is shown at each meeting, 
and it is difficult to tell which is helped the 
more, the person visited or the M 
members were admitted as Mis- 
sioners at the Sunday morning service on 
May 26, which makes our membership 
number twenty-four to date.

Of course, recreation for the navy was 
taken up as an absolutely necessary move- 
ment, às well as recreation for the new 
army. And under the presidency of Mrs. 
George Dewey, widow of the hero of 
Manila Bay, the Woman's Naval Service is 
working hard to enlist civilians in a new 
sort of army to fight this worst of Jack's 
Íoes. 

The members of this army are called War 
Brothers. The object of this army cannot 
be better stated than in the following words 
from Mrs. Edward T. Stotesbury, national 
chairman of the Department of Navy 
Recreation of the Woman's Naval Service. 


'The War Brothers membership of the 
Department of Navy Recreation was estab- 
lished in order to give American men who 
wish to serve the nation at home an oppor- 
tunity to contribute to the morale of the 
American navy in this terrible war. Morale 
means the pride and spirit with which a 
man does his work, and we are a g patri- 
otic men throughout the country to be "War 
Brothers” to those lonely boys in the serv- 
ice who are without relatives or home ties, 
and who need some one to take a personal 
interest in their welfare.

Therefore, if you are willing to give this 
ministry of the spirit, we will assign a blue- 
jacket or marine to your care from the lists 
of friendless youths which are furnished us 
for this purpose by the chaplains. 

We only ask you to spare a few minutes 
each month to write a letter to your young 
"War Brother" and occasionally to mail 
him tobacco in the original package, a book, 
newspaper clippings, or a  magazine— 


marked in his name. Much mutual benefit’ 


will surely result, and your generous action 
may count a very great deal in the drive 
for victory. 


It may never have struck the average per- 
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son that a great many Jacks are friendle: 
But, as Mrs. Stotesbury says, this is the 
fact. 

And think what it must be to be lonely at 
sea when you are friendless; when there is 
no one back home from whom you may look 
for a letter in the next port; when you see 
so many of the other Jacks around you get- 
ting strength and encouragement and 
pleasure of the best sort from just such 
letters and from little packets of good things 
that come along once in a while. 

Any normal man who thinks about this 
for as much as a minute will sit down and 
write to Mrs. Stotesbury, at 1606 Twentieth 
Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., and ask 
her for an application for membership in 
this War Brothers unit. 

In no other branch of war service, per- 
haps, can one do so much with such a small 
expenditure of time and effort. For the ap- 
plication reads as follows: 


I wish to become a War Brother to a 
acket or a marine through the Depart- 
Recreation of the Woman's 
Naval Service and hereby agree to write at 
least one monthly letter to the man assigned 
to me, and also promise to send him from 
time to time tobacco in the original pack- 
age, magazines and newspapers, and thus 
show my interest in his welfare during the 
war. 

Not much to do, is it? Thirty minutes 
and maybe thirty cents a month. Nothing 
that by the farthest stretch of the imagina- 
tion could be called a hardship. Yet some- 
thing that will help win this war just as 
surely as fighting in the trenches or man- 
ning the guns on battleships or working in 
a X. M. C. A. hut. 

And as Mrs. Stotesbury says: 


The benefit will be mutual, because 
through the War Brothers’ plan those men 
who cannot go to the front will be brought 
into close contact with the realities of war, 
and in the willing service of providing 
recreation and amusement for the gallant 
men who are sacrificing so much in de- 
fense of our country, the women of Amer- 
ica will find relief from the loneliness and 
anxiety which is the heavy burden of those 
who wait at home. 


| ‘This work is being undertaken in a scien- 

tific , that will insure its effectiveness. 
For, in addition to the applications from 
men who want to be War Brothers, the De- 
partment of Navy Recreation of the 
Woman's Naval Service also requires ap- 
plications from Jacks who want War 
Brothers. And they ask these Jacks to let 
them know just what books and magazines 
they are most interested in, and to state their 
name and age and the ship on which they 
are serving and their home town. 

Of course, many a Jack has a real brother 
or sister back home who keeps helping him 
to make loneliness look like a last year's 
locust shell, but many another Jack hasn’t 
this brother or sister, and that’s why the 
Woman's Naval Service has set out to find 
one for him. 

It is an admirable and much-needed work. 
It will do more than put Jack's worst foe 
to flight. It will add to those interwoven 
strands of broadened acquaintanceship and 
knowledge, which keep strengthening and 
widening our fabric of democracy, 

It will give some men who must stay at 
home a chance to know and feel that they 
are not altogether stay-athomes. And 
above all, it will help to make Jack a better 
guardian of those paths to France, which, 
as none should forget, also are the paths to 
victory and to peace—From the North 
American, Sunday, May 12. `

So Calvary has a meaning for you and 
fur me. We have tried so ling to make life 
beautiful, whereas Christ has asked us to 
make it true. We have wught to make life 
comiortakle, whereas Christ has called us 
to persecution and to strife and to the seiz- 
ing of that cheer which comes in tribula- 
tim. So Calvary has a meaning for us, 
tach one. And we, too, t remember 
that if we would gain our lives we must 
lose them. It is by giving life that we know 
life, and we can claim for ourselves the 
power and the leadership of the Cross. Let 
us remember that it was a soldier, who, 
looking into the thorn-crowned face of the 
Master upon the Cross, seeing His suffering, 
quick to detect the majesty and the power 
which shows out in spite of the humiliation 
to which He was subjected.—the centurion 
said—“Ttruly this man was the Son of 
Cod” — and we follow in his train. It was 
a soldier that said, “I say to this man, Go, 
and to another, Come"; and Jesus placed 
the benediction of His approval upon that 
obedience which He said was great faith; 
and we can be sure that faith is faith which 
accepts, obeys, and bears witness to the 
truth “through sorrow, toil, and pain." 

We pray then not to be delivered. from 
the heroic in life, but that God's will may 
be done, and we can claim the «courage 
which desires no exemption from service or 
suffering, but desires only to reveal itself 
by love. To know Him is possible only 
as we suffer with Him. To have the power 
of His Resurrection is possible only as we 


have been crucified with Him. The fellow- 
ship of His sufferings can come to us only 
when we give our lives for others. 

Many times the question comes, and will 
come, Is it worth while? Many times 
doubts assail whether that for which we 
are fighting is worth our pain; whether the 
people for whom we are giving ourselves 
are worth the sacrifice. Then we can re- 
member that Christ alone is worthy of our 
sacrifice and that it is for Him alone that 
we suffer, and it is to Him alone that the 
crown of our achievement belongs. The 
message of the glorified Christ should come 
to us to-day with greater power than ever 
before. “Lovest thou me? Feed my sheep!”

ANNIVERSARY OF FIRST CABL 
GRAM 

Friday, August 16, brought the 
anniversary of the first cable mes: 
under the Atlantic. On that day, in 1858, 
the first cable was completed from ‘Trinity 
Bay, Newfoundland, to Valencia, Ireland, 
and Cyrus W. Field and his associates saw 
the reward of their courage and faith. 

At the time when the greatest war of 
the ages rocks the world, it is of special 
interest to recall that the first message car- 
ried the words, “Glory to God in the high- 
est; on earth, peace, good will towards 
men," In the poem that Whittier wrote 
in honor of the event ,which was much 
celebrated in both this country and Eng- 
land, this idea of international р 
elaborated, not simply because it w 
text of that first message, but be:

PASTORAL LETTER 
Dear Parishioners: 
It is grati 


ying to be able to report at 
least a slight increase in the attendance at 
our services, especially at the morning serv- 
ice, although the attendance is not yet any- 
thing like it should be. I know that it is 
idle to talk of having 450 communicants on 
our list, for a great many of them are so 
only in name, and really should be dropp 
from the list (although I am positive that if 
it were dom any would be offended, even 
if they do not consider their membership of 
sufficient value to come to church), still 
there are these names registered as com- 
municants, and the bearers of these names 
should either show that they are members 
in fact by coming to church or else should 
notify the rector that they wish their names 
removed from the list. Out of 450 on the 
roll, average attendance at Morning 
Prayer (including a noticeable percentage 
of visitors) is small, 


Not only that, but you are not support- 
ing your church as you should. Time and 
time again the treasurer of the Envelope 
System has reminded you that you are not 
coming up to the mark, yet it has had seem- 
ingly little effect. The contributions dur- 
ing November have fallen off woefully. We 
are not receiving nearly enough to pay our 
current expenses, we are going into debt. 
That cannot continue. If we cannot keep 
ahead, then we shall have to close our doors 
—we cannot continue to run into debt. Is 
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that something you wish to see? Well, if 
We are to continue to keep our church, we 
must support it. 

Now, 1 have spoken very plainly—per- 
haps I have been a little severe—but the 
time has passed for platitudes or for closing 
our eyes to the real condition of affairs, it 
is time to face the truth and decide what 
we shall do.

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4 FINE STANDARD FOR GIRLS

The dress, the manners, the speech, the 
general conduct of girls were never under 
such discussion as they are to-day. One 
hears of large mercantile institutions issuing 
edicts to the effect that they will no longer 
tolerate the extremes of dress on the part 
of the girls in their employ. The manda- 
tory edicts of Dame Fashion are being 
frowned upon. Last spring a New England 
public school board forbade certain styles 
of dress on the part of high school girl 
and paint and powder were forbidden. The 
parents of the pupils do not appear to have 
made any protests against this ruling. What 
is a good standard for a girl to adopt in 
regard to dress and manners and other 
things that surely affect the health or the 
morals and manners of a girl? Here is an 
excellent standard adopted by the Stevens 
College Y.W.C.A.: 


1. She does not gossip. 

2. She stands for purity of speech. 

3. She has a high sense of humor in re- 
gard to school work and school regu- 
lations. 

4. She stands for modest dress. 

5. She stands against all questionable 


conduct. 
6. She puts her relationship with young 
men on the basis of comradeship 
rather than familiarity. 
She has a “Quiet Hour" or a time for 
devotion each day. 


A girl living up to this good standard 
would find it easily possible to enjoy the 
pleasures of girlhood, and at the same time 
create an influence for good. Our national 
life needs nothing more than it needs a 
higher standard for the conduct of the 
people in general, and the girl who lives up 
to the standard for the conduct of the 
people in general and the girl who lives up 
to the standard adopted by this Y.W.C.A.

We г 
haven't devoted ourselves to His servici 
It has been a hollow mockery to say these 
words in the Communion Office—"And 
here we offer and present unto Thee, O 
Lord, ourselves, our souls, and bodies, to 
be a reasonable, holy and living sacrifice 
unto Thee.” We hav d, been wholly 
and chiefly occupied with our own concerns 


inst 


and welfare, and so it has come to pass 
that “he who seeketh his own life shall 
lose it." 


Yet, in all this period of disappointment, 
there have been some things to sustain and 
strengthen me in the work among you. 

Chief among these is the warm personal 
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affection of which I have never ceased to 
be conscious and appreciative. It has held 
me with you when there were very strong 
temptations to serve the bonds between us, 
and will perhaps always be so. I wish that 
this personal regard might more fully be 
translated. into co-operative effort for the 
upbuilding of our parish and the spread of 
His Kingdom. There is no other way that 
you can so successfully display 
for me.

Another encouraging thing is that the 
debt seems almost within the possibility of 
being wiped ош. While I haven't the exact 
figures at hand as I write (perhaps they will 
appear at another place in this issue), yet, 
with the money previously collected, the 
Christmas Gift to the Church, which 
amounted to $450 (exclusive of the pay: 
ment of $500 which was understood to have 
been pledged), and the application of part 
of Mrs. Rouse's bequest (as seems prob- 
able), we cannot be far írom our goal. 
That will be a great relief. Then, once free 
of debt, we must see to it that we contract 
no more debts. We must take care that 
our income always is adequate to defray 
our expens No enterp: Church or 
other—can remain solvent if income does 
not balance or exceed necessary out-go. We 
must support our Church by regular and 
systematic giving, as much as we possibly 
can afford. There is no better way of giving 
thus than through the Envelope System and 
no better universal standard of giving than 
the tithe. If all of us gave a tenth of our 
income to the Church, finances would never 
have to be mentioned—and what a blessing 
that would be! 


A surprising feature of this Winter's 
work has been the size of the Confirmation 
Class, At present your Rector is preparing 
twenty-two persons to receive the laying on 
of the Bishop's hands on Janua: with 
the possibility of one or two additions. This 
is a very good sign. 

The work of the Sunday School, too, 
perhaps in large degree responsible for the

size of the Confirmation Class, is to be 
noticed. On almost every Sunday the at- 
tendance has been considerably above that 
of the corresponding Sunday of last year. 

So that it is not a hopeless or discourag- 
ing picture, entirely, ‘There are many fea- 
tures that may inspire us with new hope 
and determination, but we need more per- 
sonal effort and self-sacrifice. 

We are opening a new volume in the his- 
tory of our parish, let us see that we write. 
nothing but good therein, 

‘The kind of happiness and the amount 
we get out of this New Year will depend 
almost entirely on what of self we put into 
it. 

May God grant you a New Year full of 
ngs and joy,

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"IESUS CHRIST THE NE 
MEXICO" 
By FERNANDO Castro y V. 


D OF 


hteousness exalteth a nation, but sin 
is a reproach to any people." ‘There is a 
need in every nation of the world. In some 
there are more than in others, but as we go 
along in this world, let us see which are the 
needs of humanity. We have seen the needs 
of China, we have seen the needs of Japan, 
and we have seen the needs of Africa and 
many other nations, and today we are facing 
the needs of a southern neighbor country, 
and we ask ourselves the question, “What is 
the need of Mexico to-day?” Mexico, with 
her sixteen million inhabitants, with her 
educational places, with her ilization 
which was brought from Spain at the time 
of the conquest by Herman Cortes, and with 
her many other equipments that the coun- 
try possesses, Mexico to-day is in need of 
but one thing, and we ask, What is it— 
education, legislation, or civilization? We 
will later discover that it is not other than 
regeneration, She needs Jesus Christ and 
the preaching of His gospel in its purity, 
that will bring salvation to a dying human- 
ity, Mexico more than ever before needs 
Christ the Meshiis. Needs the reflection 
of the Star of Bethlehem that shone over 
two thousand years ago. She needs a 
glimpse of Jesus’ face, and the inspiration 
of God Almighty, that she may prosper, 
and that she will be counted among the 
nations that will stand around the throne of 
God at the final day. 

Has Christianity been a failure in Mex- 
ico? No! My brethren, ever since the land- 
ing of the Spaniards in Mexico and the es- 
tablishment of the Catholic Church, there 
has been a tendency to keep the people in 
ignorance. Especially the lower class. ‘This 
keeps them from worshipping the true and 
only God, and from the knowledge of the 
saving grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. Now, 
what about these Roman Catholic churches 
whose towers point heavenward? It is a de- 
cided fact that they are not giving the real 


Gospel to the Mexican people, ‘They are 
not trying to lift up humanity, and help the 
people see the light of Jesus Christ. 

Benito Juarez, at one time President of 
Mexico, and also one of the greatest men 
that ever lived, said while at the point of 
death, when meeting a Protestant mission- 
ary to Mexico from the United States: “I 
believe that Protestantism will save my 
country.” And now, to-day I can truly say 
the only hope for Mexico, and for any 
other country of like circumstances, is Jesus 
Christ. And shall we fail to give Mexico 
the Gospel? God forbid! It is up to us 
Christian people. It is up to the soldiers of 
the Cross that are living in the land of op- 
portunities, and nevertheless it is the job of 
a Christian nation. We often forget the 
words that have fallen from the Master's 
lips—"Go ye therefore and preach the 
Gospel unto every creature, and baptize 
them in the Name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost.” ‘There is а re- 
sponsibility resting upon us as a nation, 
and may God grant that the followers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and the members of 
our Church, help to give Mexico the gospel, 
is my sincerest prayer and desire, 


The process by which God teaches us 
humility is sometimes a most painful one. 
It must be so; for the cutting down and 
crushing of pride is a severe work, There 
are hours when the soul of the believer is 
made to suffer bitterly. But when he is thus 
taken down into the valley of humiliation, 
much truth is learned that would not other- 
wise come home to him. Grace abounds in 
that valley; and he comes out of it more 
lowly, but more happy—more distrustful 
of himself, but more full of confidence, as 
he looks out of himself to his God.— Bishop 
Oxenden.

The Apostle Paul, it is plain to see from 
his writings, was physically hard as nails. 
He was a tremendous figure of a man, of a 
dominating personality, but he was a sinful 
human man, like ourselves, calling himself 
the chief of sinners. He abhorred long- 
haired men and short-haired women; and 
evidently regarded woman as man's in- 
ferior (I Cor. 1: 15 14-34. 35; 
I Tim. 2: 11, 12). His ideas concerning 
the Divine institution of marriage are some- 
what peculiar. He tolerated it as a means 
of escape from sin (I Cor. 7th chapter). 
Elsewhere he appears to have perc 
that the institution is symbolic of the spirit- 
wal union of Christ and the Church (Eph 

25). He seemed vain of his citizenship 
in an empire that had slain his Lord (Acts 
22: 26-28). Nevertheless, he endured 
great persecution, and tradition has it that 
he died at Rome, a martyr for the 
Great as he was, and remarka 
fluence has been on the Christian world, we 
should remember that the eternal inter- 
preter of the nature of God and the foun- 
tains of life and light, the exemplar of per- 
fection, and the finality of authority the 
Lord Jesus—not St. Paul. "Looking unto 
Jesus the Author and finisher of our faith.”

“All human beings are essentially relig- 
ious. There is no place in the scheme of 
nature for the atheist. 

“The first great problem before us is to 
restore the authority of religion and respect 
for religion in our homes. ‘This is the great 
challenge to the Church to-day. It is one 
that must be met if the influence of the 
Church is to endure and religious instruc- 
tion is to be a success. More attention 
should be given both in the public and the 
private schools to the Dible as a code of 
moral ethics and a great piece of literature. 
In the public school, however, the question 
is surrounded by dangerous elements, Bible 
instruction must continue to be, I believe, a 
responsibility belonging to the Sunday 
School and the home, Unless religio: 


teaching is well done there, we cannot ex- 
pect secu с

“But without the support of the home, 
all schemes will be a failure. The home is 
the strategic point of attack in any cam- 
paign to extend religious instruction. 

“We have introduced. everything into the 
Sunday School except religious instruction. 
We seem to be afraid of the real art

the question of religious and moral instruc 
tion as never before. The study of civics is 
no longer mere study of structure of gov- 
ernment, but is being made a force in social 
conduct and community service. 


“Whatever the public school attempts can 
be undone by poor home training. ‘The 
home has the child the greater part of the 
day and from birth to maturity.”

All the pure love, the 
hallowed memories, the friendships, the ties 
that God has sanctioned here, will be there, 
made perfect in Christ Jesus for the more

Like a stove 
that cannot retain its great heat, but must 
impart it; or like the sun, that cannot re 
tain its great bght, but must shed it abroad 
so Jesus, so full and so radiant with the 
love of the Father, cannot but shed it 
abroad in the spirit of generous forgive- 
ness,

most . the people who err or sip 
against us, are doing no more tian we might 
have done under the same circumstances. 
Why then should we hesitate to forgive 
them? Many times the one who hesitates 
at forgiving others, is the one who sins 
himself under less provocation than his err- 
ing neighbor, 

Goods of a material character, when 
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stolen or missed, may be replaced, but it is 
not so with things of a moral or spiritual 
character, The unkind word that is spoken 
against the neighbor, the thing that is said 
or done to the detriment of his character, 
n never be rey 


el, The ruinous re-

be restored, Peter's denial of his 
Lord could never be effaced. Since the

But 
if he says an unkind thi, g, though he uld 
desire ever so much, it can never be re- 
called, Property may be restored; moral 
evil must be forgiven,

nst, of the same class and 
character as the person who sins, By his 
refusal he makes himself a sinner 
better than the other, Then, too, refusal 
to forgive adds another burden to the life 
of the one who sins, It is cruel and even 
criminal to add to the burdens of humanity, 
even though they be sinners upon whose 
shoulders we place them, Inasmuch as we 
are all human, no one has the right to im- 
pose or inflict additional crime upon any. 
He who does it, only does it to the peril of 
his own soul. ‘Then, too, to refuse to for- 
give is cutting off forgiveness from our- 
selves, In the Lord’s Prayer we are taught 
to pray, asking God to forgive just as 
we forgive others, which means if we are 
not generous in our forgiveness, God is 
asked not to be generous toward us, If 
we are stingy in forgivenes 
with stingily by others, even God. To the 
unforgiving, God's punishment must cer- 
tainly be severe, There is no profit, con: 
sequently, that can come to either party by 
the refusal to forgive. It makes the one 
who is wronged no better, even worse, and 
it makes the one who did the wrong, no 
better, and probably worse. The parable re- 
veals this very forcibly when it shows how

In the question that Peter asked Jesus 
here, there is implied the fact that the per- 
son who has done the wrong recognizes it 
and asks to be forgiven, but. Peter feary 
that if he should ask very often, the sin- 
cerity of his repentance might he ques- 
tioned, Before there can be forgiveness, 
there must be a consciousness of sin or 
wrong on the part of the person who desires. 
forgivenc Forgiveness must. be sought 
before it can be granted, While the person 
who is wronged шау feel ever so generous 
in his heart toward the person who did the 
wrong, there must still be the s ing of 
forgiveness on the part of the person who 
did it. In all of Jesus’ teaching, the 
or secking of forgiveness is either stated or 
implied, In this parable, for instance, it is 
distinctly stated that both debtors asked to 
be forgiven. In the third chapter of John, 
where Jesus is speak ng of believing and 
being saved, there is implied the see ing of 
forgiveness. In many churches, such as 
our own, before the partaking of the Lord’s 
Supper there is а service called Prepara- 
tory or Confessional, in which there is a 
seeking or asking forgiveness, 

‘The purpose of this asking of forgiveness 
is very evident, It is to protect the prin- 
ciple and the respect of the party who is 
injured. Jesus w very generous toward 
all mankind, but for him to have forgiven 
individuals without their seeking or a king 
forgiveness, would have been to lower his 
Principle and submerge his dignity, Та all 
the teachings of Jesus, we are no where 
asked to haul down the flag of Christian 
principle or to cast our pearls before swine.

God expects every 
sinner everywhere to recognize his guilt and 
to seek forgiveness.

This is 
living in conformity to the teaching of 
Jesus. When he said that we should not 
forgive according to a number of times, but

lovin It is a blessed thing in life to be 


ab'e to follow in the footsteps of our Lord, 


to pattern our lives after "lis. To be gen- 
erous as possible, to practice everywhere 


gracious spirit; to radiate as much love into 


the lives of others as possible. As we 
measure to others, it shall be measured to 
us. The probability is that if we exercise 
such a generous, loving disposition toward 
others, there will be less tendency for others 
to sin against us, Consequently we w ill be 
making others better, and they will not have 
the desire to sin against us. The world has 
its law and its polit 


al powers, it has its 
wealth and its prestige, but if it is ever to 
have the spirit of forgiveness, it will be for 
Christian people to show it. This is the 
great task that Jesus committed to his dis- 
ciples, and through his discip'es to us. If 
Jesus went a half mile, it is for us to take 
up the relay and go the remainder of the 
journey, bearing along the way the same 
spirit of love and generosity with a desire 
to forgive, It seems on every hand our 
fellow men are endeavoring to p 
tion and to insi 


ace restric- 
t upon rights and their legal 
privileges. So few are spreading the spirit 
of generosity and Christian love. We are 
often tempting others to sin by the cold and 
loveless attitude that we assume toward 
them. In the parable, Jesus speaks of 
"mercy" and forgiving "from the heart.” 
"This can be done only when the life is tem- 
pered with love and attuned to the spirit of 
its Lord 


When Moses was up in the mountain 
talking with God and came down again to 
his people, his face shown most beautifully. 
From his eyes flashed a new, a divine light. 
From his countenance there beamed a 


beauty surpassing that of the sun. This was 
all because he had been with God in the 
mountain. It must have been many a day 
before the people forgot the beautiful ap- 


pearance of Moses’ face. In fact, it must 
have made a great impression upon the 
people, or it would not be recorded in holy

writ. It was all because Moses had been 
with God. If we liv h.God in our 
hearts, our lives will shine with love and 
generosity, and we shall be glad to forgive, 
not seventy times seven, but a limitless num- 
ber of times to those who sincerely seek 
forgiven: 

As the moon rellects the light of the sun, 
shining with beautiful silver rays in the 
darkn causing people to look up and 
love to linger in its very light, so may we 
reflect the spirit of love and forgiveness of 
Jesus. We may hand this on like a torch 
from generation to generation, and thus the 
spirit of hope and joy passes on from age 


a great privilege to transmit the 
spirit of forgiveness from our Lord to our 
fellow men, Just like a beautiful window 
to let the rays of sunrise shine through— 
perhaps tinted by the color of our own pe 
sonality, but transmitting the light of 
heaven nevertheless! with a world crippled, 
bruised and heartsore from sin, what can 
be sweeter than the sunshine of forgive- 
ing grace? То tell to—yes, to live for 
others—is a privilege even angels cannot 
enjoy. But we can do this only as our eye 
is fixed over the cross and into our ear 
comes the echo across the centuries of that 
sweet voice, saying even of His crucifying 
enemies: “Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.

When Columbus and the 120 men who 
accompanied him in 1492, sailed across the 
ocean, there was great anxie у.

Zechariah, in 9: 9, said: “Behold 
thou the King, having salvation, cometh.” 
But it was from the lips of Jesus Himself 
that we find the words of our text. It was 
on the occasion of his triumphal into the 
City of Jerusalem. His earthly career was 
just about concluded. Не dispatched two 
of his disciples to go into the city and bring 
him а colt, Upon their return to the Mount 
of Olives, he sat upon it, and thus rode 
into the city of Terusalem, in a manner such 
as would fulfill all prophecy. In dispatch- 
ing his disciples for the colt, he called their 
attention to this prophecy, saying, “Now 
this is come to pass that it might be ful- 
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filled which was spoken by the prophet, 
saying: ... Behold thy King cometh 
unto thee... .” 

"Brnorp" 

This word “Behold” is peculiar to 
Matthew and Luke. It is the equivalent of 
"see," "look." It is the calling of attention 
to a certain thing. It is the burst of expec- 
tancy, just as the soldiers were anxious and 
expectant and gave forth a burst of joy at 
the promise of the fulfillment of their 
hopes. Or as the prophets burst forth in 
the promise of the fulfillment of their 
hearts’ lon; So now this messa 
is the burst of the joy of expec 
like the gathering of the electricity in the 
atmosphere which takes place during hours, 
but all at once this energy is exploded with 
а flash. Its latent power becomes materiai- 
ized, So the term is used here. The 
anxiety and exp of future i 
now to be fulfilled. The longed-for 
the desert of humanity is now in sight. 

This exclamation, “Behold,” is like a 
searchlight, and that throws the eyes upon 
the hope in Jesus. Has there ever been a 
long night when the dawn was anxiously 
awaited? Do you recall the night when 
there was great illness in your home and 
you looked for, and prayed for, the coming 
of the morning, which might bring you re- 
lief and comíort? When repeatedly you 
went to the window and hoisted the blind 
and peered out with searching eye to see if 
there were any traces of the coming morn? 
When it seemed as though you could 
scarcely wait until the day would break? If 
so, we have some appreciation of what the 
Psalmist meant in the 90th Psalm, when he 
said, “My soul waieth for the Lord more 
than they that watch for the morning,” and 
then he emphasized it by saying, “I say 
more than they that watch for the morn- 
ing.” 

To a soul that is conscious of its sin, to 
a life that feels the need of a Saviour, to a 
person who is lonesome and dejected, and

А GLIMPSE INTO THE FUTURE 

Men have, and always have had, an in- 
satiable desire to see what is behind the cur- 
tain which parts the material from the 
spiritual world. Many years ago, before 
the knowledge of the dynamic power of 
electricity was as familiar to people as it 
now is, it was quite as great a mystery to 
the uninitiated as Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
ghosts are to some of the foolish people 
who imagine that the way to enlightenment 
about the spiritual world must be sought 
through seances in darkened rooms. I re- 


call the first time I saw the hands of a clock 
moved by electric power. A crowd was 
blocking the space before the window of a 
jeweler’s shop, Through the plate-glass ap- 
peared the dials and hands of the clock, But 
though the pointers, as they moved, indi- 
cated the time with unfailing accuracy, no 
mechanism could be seen. And the ever- 
increasing curiosity of the passers-by made 
them bend their necks in the effort to dis- 
cover what was the mysterious power back 
of the dial plate. 

Human history is a good deal like the 
movement of the hands over the face of a 
timekeeper. We readily see the outward 
phenomena. But they do not wholly satisfy 
our inquisitive nature. What lies back of 
the exterior and visible? "There must be, so 
most sane minds reason, there must be a 
world of spirits, unseen, but working the 
machinery of life on earth. No wonder that 
the next question is, “What is that world 
like?" 

Now, when deluded spiritists like Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle attempt to answer a 
query like that, they act like a spider that 
has reached a chasm over which there is no 
bridge. Did you ever see one of those in- 
sects puzzled at such an abyss in its path? 
It hurries up and down, and here and there, 
in hot haste; but always finds itself on the 
same side of the yawning gulf. 

By and by, it stops as if it were thinking. 
Then it spins out itself a silken thread, and 
flings it to the winds to carry it over to the 
other side. So do men try to bridge the gap 
between the two worlds. But the filament 
which they would have as the beginning of 
the structure is always a thought drawn out 
of their own conjectures, and wafted over 
by the winds of their own imagination. Such 
is modern spiritism. It is human fancy run 
mad. 


There is reliable knowledge to be had 
about the spiritual world, but it does not 
come from seances or any other method of 
dabbling in occult things. 

The knowledge of the spiritual world 
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which is trustworthy may be obtained from 
a diligent and prayerful studly of God's Re- 
vealed Word. My most trustworthy in- 
formation about some land which I have 
never visited must be derived from a native 
of that country, who has spent his life in 
the region where he was born, 

Remember that Jesus Christ declared: “I 
came down from heaven.” "I know whence 
I came, and whither I go.” “I proceeded 
and came forth from God.” In His last 
prayer for His disciples, He speaks of “the 
glory which I had with Thee before the 
world was." 

The only testimony about the spiritual 
world that is worth having is the testimony 
of the co-eternal Son of Good, He came to 
seek and to save the lost and the perishing. 
He tells us that the future life of the saved 
will be Heaven, and that the future life of 
the unsaved will be Hell. 

It seems strange that with all that Jesus 
has done to save men, there are still so many 
who have not yet begun to live in expecta- 
tion of the future. They are busy about the 
things of this world, but they do not seem 
to have given much thought to the ques- 
tion of where they are going to spend 
Eternity. It seems almost incredible that 
people who have ability to make wise plans 
for the work of this world should be so 
careless about the things which God tells 
us are essential for those who would reach 
Heaven at last, and enjoy eternal life, 

Jesus said: "If any man serve Me, let 
him follow Me, and where I am there shall 
also my servant be" Heaven will be 
reached by those who have lived to serve 
God. 

And Hell is just as real a place as 
Heaven. We read that Judas Iscariot “went 
to his own place." Men will reap in eter- 
nity what they have sown here, 

Jesus says: “There is joy in the pres- 
ence of the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth.”” 

Let us live for the blessed life that is un- 
ending.

You never tire of growing reminiscent of 
them, and many a joyous laugh is had over 
and over again as you talk about those jolly 
events, Whether it be the old swimmin’ 
hole, the summer vacation, or the winter's 
evening of games, the memories are just as 
dear.

COMMANDMENTS 

‘The first thing to greet us in the text is 
that Christ has commandments. Love does 
not destroy law. It does not weaken the 
moral imperative. It does not cancel obli- 
gation. The religion of love demands up- 
rightness and integrity 

The central word in the Old Testament is 
law, It begins with "Thou shalt.” It 
speaks in the imperative mood, Its central 
revelation was at Mount Sinai. Its God is 
the Jehovah of power. Its ministers are 
officers of the law, And its gospel is: Do 
right and live. 

The central word in the New "Testament 
is love. It begins with a beatitude. It speaks 
in promises. lts central revelation. was at 
Mount Calvary. Its God is our heavenly 
Father. Its ministers are apostles and evan- 
дейм». And its gospel is the story of God's 
redeeming love to the lost and fallen 

But law and love are not opposed. They 
both meet in Chri t. He fulfilled God's law 
and revealed His love. Both proclaim the 
same moral standard. They differ only in 
this—that the New Testament is a. fuller 
and clearer revelation than the Old. But 
the shield ever has two sides, the silver and 
the gold, the law the silver, and love the 
gold. 

The ten commandments stand. Moral dif- 
ferences abide. What was wrong four thou- 
sand years ago is still wrong, and just as 
wrong. There is no process of development 
by which lying and stealing and adultery 
can be evolved into virtues. There is as 
much divinity in the ten words to- as 
ever. God has never changed His mind. 


“He that hath my commandments..” Cal- 
sary did not take all the backbone out of re- 
ligion. God is a 


much displeased with in- 
iquity as ever. Sin hurts Christ as much 
now as it did when it nailed Him to the 
cross and pressed the thorns down upon His 
brow and drove the spear into His side. 
"The religion of love does not mean such a 
tolerant attitude toward evil that Christ's 
friends may do with impunity the things 
which killed the Lord. God's face toward 
sin is always a commandment face. 

There is need of our remembering this. 
People whimper in the name of the gospei. 
‘They grow maudlin and sentimental in their 
attitude toward evil, and conclude too often 
that love takes the penalty out of law. There 
are those who conclude that because Christ 
forgave the thief on the cross, stealing can- 
not be very wrong. But Christ had to die 
on the cross to be able to forgive a penitent 
thief. It was the scarred head of Calvary 
that pushed open the gate of heaven for the 
penitent thief. Because Christ called 
Matthew the publican to follow Him, s 
conclude that dishonesty does not n 
and because He said to the wom: 


there are 
those who feel that they are privileged to 
play fast and loose with the sex question. 
Christ stands for law. He died 
y might be maintained, that God 
might be just and the justifier of the un- 
just. “He that hath my commandments.” 
OBEDIENCE 

"The next thing to notice in the religion of 
love is that Christ expects His command- 
ments to be kept. “He that hath my com- 
mandments and keepeth them." Christ's 
commandments are not religious curiosities. 
"They are not fossiliferous deposits belong- 
ing to the long-past moral a They are 
not interesting ecclesiastical remains. They 
are practical rules for daily living, up-to- 
date tests of discipleship, coined to be kept 
in constant circulation. Christ loves wrong- 
doers, but He hates wrongdoing.

‘The incident of ‘The Burning Bush was 
perhaps the most outstanding experience in 
the life of Moses, the great leader and law- 
giver. It was while watching the flocks of 
his father-in-law on the slopes of the moun- 
t of southern Arabia that this unique 
and impressive incident occurred. The sight 
of a bush that was ablaze and yet not con- 
sumed, attracted His attention, and together 
with his earlier experiences made him im- 
pressionable to the Divine Voice. It was 
here, while God and Moses stood together 
before the open hearth of the burning bush, 
which glowed with intense love and interest, 
that God found an obedient son and showed 
him the way through hardships to the 
greatest life of human потат,

with other proofs which are recorded in the 
Fourth Chapter of Exodus, convinced 
Moses, and he proceeds in the difficult en- 
deavor of carrying out the Divine Instruc- 
tions, 

The rod, or staff (the Hebrew word for 
rod is sometimes translated staff), is the 
chief emblem of travel to the Syrian. Jacob 
took his rod when he left Padan-Aran (Gen. 
32: 10). The Israelites were instructed to 
have their rods ready the night they left 


Egypt (Ex. 12: 11). The modern 
peasant still carries his rod. It is a little 
longer than our cane, perhaps five feet in 
length. He grasps it by the small end, plac- 
ing the large end on the ground, ‘The hand 
is grasped around the top with the thumb 
placed on the end. Carrying the rod thus, 
with the heavy end down, sug 


sts defense. 

There is another sense in which the word 
“rod” is sometimes used. It refers to a short 
stick in the form of a club, 


Such was 
carried by shepherds, in addition to the long 
rod, called a staff. The club had a strap 
fastened in one end of it that it might be 
fastened about the wrist or to the body. 
This form of rod was symbolic of power, 
and from the term, as well as the develop- 
ment of its use, is the origin of the mase 
carried by the drum major and also the 
sceptre held by the king. 
Tue ROD, ORDINARY ABILITY 

When God asked Moses, “What is in 
thine hand?” Moses might have replied, “It 
is just an ordinary rod which I cut in the 
wilderness several years ago, It is not very 
nice, but I have become very familiar with 
its use, and I carry it wherever I go.” The 
ordinary thing that Moses had, God used. 
He could have given him a gold ring which, 
among kings, was the emblem of authority, 
but He chose the thing with which Moses 
was “at home,” though it was very ordinary, 

Jesus always did this. He could have 
fed the five thousand with more tasty food. 
But he took the mussed cakes and stale fish 
that the lad had been carrying. He could 
have opened the eyes of the blind man with 
anything else, but he took the simple clay 
and spittle with which the blind man was 
familiar. God could do great things with 
wonderful agencies, but He chooses to do 
them by simply taking the ordinary, simple 
talents, which are often despised and by a 
consecrated use of the 


like the leaven, 
multiplies them into marvelous deeds. Тһе 
pages of history are stamped, not alone with 
the prominent deeds of men who were in 
themselves capable, but of men who with 
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small abilities were willing to consecrate 
them. 


Whatever the ordinary thing or talent 
may be, it must lie close to the vital part of 
our life. We knew a man who was fond 
of using a cane. His friends knew it, and 
presented him several, some of which were 
very fine. But when he wanted to go for a 
comfortable walk, he took the crude stick 
that he himself had cut in the woods a few 
years before. It was like a friend to him. 
It seemed to be a part of his personalit: 
When the son of the Shunamite woman was 
dead, Elijah dispatched his servant to take 
with him Elijah's rod into the death cham- 
ber II (Kings 4: 29). 


My friend, what have you in your hand? 
If you will permit God to use it in a conse- 
crated way, He will make it a blessing to 
men and transform your life to one of 
happy usefulness, It dare not be some thing 
or object for which we have not taste. It 
must be such as comes close to our heart; 
such as is a part of our very person. It must 
be as the cane is to the blind; as the crutch 
to the lame; or as the trumpet to the deaf, 
А cripple, supposed only to be a care to 
society, desired to do something for her 
Lord. So she made book-marks and with 
the money maintained three missionaries in 
foreign fields. А blind man desired to do 
something for his Master, so he used his 
voice and sang till the hearts of people were 
turned to God. А business man heard the 
appeal for Missions, He said: "I am un- 
educated and unable, because of family ties, 
to go, but I shall use the profits of my busi- 
ness to send others.” He became a very 
great factor in the extension of the King- 
dom in his denomination. 


What have you in your hand? Is it a 
needle with which to sew? A hammer with 
which to work at the bench? A pen with 
which to write? An auto with which to 
find pleasure? A smile with which to greet? 
It is your rod, and if consecrated, can be 
used to wonderful advantage for the Master.

"This rod, when it became consecrated in 
God's service, was spoken of as “The Rod 
of God." It is so called when Moses stands 
before the elders (Ex. 4. 20), and when 
he goes to the top of the mountain in the 
battle against the heathen King Amalek

that we become frightened at them, When 
Moses threw the rod upon the floor in re- 
sponse to God's command, and it became a 
serpent, he became frightened and was 
about to flee. Jonah also tried to flee from 
God. Often the teacher, leader or preacher 
feels like fleeing at the hideousness of the 
task, "he one who for the first time offers 
prayer in public, feels like fleeing at the 
sound of his own voice. When the task is 
God's, there need be no fear. 

God tells Moses to take hold of it. What, 
take hold of a serpent? Oh, no! The 
thought makes us shudder. But Moses 
obeyed, and по harm сате, ‘The service to 
be rendered is not alw: the most pleas- 
t. People who always select service with 
an eye to their own pleasure, never develop 
strength of character, The hard, distaste- 
ful service must be performed, It is for us 
to do the thing that is for greatest good, and 
not consult our own feelings or pleasures. 
The gloved hands never show sinews of 
service, and consequently is never strong. 


What matter what the task may be? What 
matter if it appear terrifying. Il is God's 
Rod.

PASTORAL LETTER 
Deak FRIENDS :— 

It seems to me, as I look back, that this 
has been a wonderful month for us at St. 
Matthia:

Also it is our intention to make the musi- 
cal services on the first Sunday evening of 
the month even more enjoyable by having 


an instrumental soloist each month. 

Now, this has turned out to be a much 
lengthier epistle than I intended, so I will 
close at once, wishing you a blessed and 
helpful Lent.

THE SAVING OF SOULS 

The great work of the Church in the 
world is, first, to save sinners through the 
grace of God in Christ; and secondly, to 
develop or train the saved in holy living 
and for consecrated service. ‘The latter re- 
quires years of patient and faithful minis- 
try on the part of pastors and church- 
workers. Usually it is a less exciting enter- 
prise than winning men to believe in Christ. 
But it has been the serious and constant 
labor of the church in every generation, Al- 
ways the results in noble, Christ-like per- 
sonality have amply justified the effort. But 
for many years the attention of the church 
has been directed to the saving of sinners, 
or, as it is called, evangelism, ‘This is, with- 
out doubt, primary and fundamental. Prob- 
ably at no time since the days of the apostles 
has there been such zeal shown in taking 
the Gospel to the lost, or such ingenuity in 
devising methods and means for reaching 
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the unchurched at home or abroad. There 
has been a fine enthusiasm animating the 
great leaders of the various Christian de- 
nominations to hasten the day when every 
human being shall have heard the joyful 
news of God's forgiving love. 


But there has been one drawback in this 
grand movement. The membership of the 
church has not to any great extent shared 
in the enthusiasm or adopted the methods 
for reaching those outside, Each saved soul 
should be a center of saving influence for 
his community. Each learner in the school 
of the Great Teacher ought to be а mes- 
senger to the careless and ignorant, Alas! 
that so often this blessed privilege has been 
slighted; this prescribed duty has been dis- 
regarded! Past disobedience cannot be 
given as an excuse for the future. Sheer 
selfishness will not be accepted as a reason 
for burying one's talent in the earth. Pro- 
fessing Christians who have never tried to 
show a friend or neighbor the way of life, 
should begin immediately. A few sugges- 
tions are given for encouragement and 
guidance, 


1. Review the events in your own life 
which preceded your open confession of 
Christ. Perhaps it was some trifling ex- 
perience that brought to a focus the many 
lines of religious influence, and induced you 
to make a surrender of self. Or it may 
have been some great crisis—a failure in 
business or loss of employment, a serious 
attack of illness or bereavement in your 
family that, like a lightning flash, made you 
see your peril and helplessness. You turned 
to Christ for comfort, peace and strength. 
Recall your joy at the way you were re- 
ceived by Him. Tell that story whenever 
opportunity offers. Adapt it to the needs 
of the one listening, Its impression will not 
be lost. 

2. Offer daily prayer that you may recog- 
nize the spiritual needs of those whom you 
meet. Many unbelievers will advertise 
themselves on the first introduction, Others 
are more reticent and cover up their lack of 


religion by a veneer of courtesy or moral- 
ity. Then there will be found numerous 
backsliders who have allowed themselves to 
be diverted from the Christian course for 
one reason or another. The prayerful be- 
liever will often intuitively discern the need 
of the person to whom he is talking, and 
will adapt his words accordingly. This is 
the facility given to the Spirit-filled and 
Spirit-led seeker for souls, 

3. Greater familiarity with the teachings 
and practice of Christ and His apostles will 
be of inestimable benefit, Many a discour- 
agement will be avoided if you remember 
that Christ's proffered help was repulsed by 
Pharisee and Sadducee. Questions as to 
the divine providence, the seeming in- 
equality of the divine favors, and even re- 
garding the wisdom and effectiveness of the 
plan of salvation will be answered by those 
who have studied the longer discourses of 
Christ and the closely reasoned arguments 
of Paul's epistles. The Christian worker 
cannot do without that Book which was 
written by men like ourselves. But those 
writers were so directed that their words fit 
every condition. The prescriptions of the 
Great Physician cannot be dispensed with 
by any one seeking to honor Him, by bring- 
ing the spiritually sick and miserable to 
holiness, happiness and heaven, 

Surely the unparalleled opportunities of 
the present, especially the two weeks of 
services preceding our next Communion, 
will be seized by every loyal member of 
Olivet-Covenant Church to extend Christ's 
Kingdom by being a co-worker with God in 
the saving of souls.

Bird Day in Pennsylvania, and it will be 
officially appointed by about twelve other 
Governors. Unofficially, it will be observed 
in every State in the United States. 

Why? 

Without the birds, mankind could only 
exist on this planet for about nine years. 

If it were not for the birds, bugs would 
destroy every green thing on the face of the 
earth. Without such food, man cannot 
exist, and while our inventions might con- 
trol the insects for a while, they would 
eventually win, 

Birds were created especially to keep in 
check insect pests, and they can do it, but 
we must have enough birds. We have de- 
stroyed 5 per cent of the birds of the United 
States, and with an increasing population, 
and with an increased production of food- 
stuffs, the insects have increased so rapidly 
that the birds can not keep them in subjec- 
tion. 

Last year, $1,300,000,000.00 worth of 
food stuffs were destroyed by insects in the 
United States. 

We spent more than $15,000,000.00 for 


insecticide alone to destroy the potato bug. 
Every time you buy a loaf of bread, you 
have to pay extra, because more than 
$1,000,000.00 worth of wheat was destroyed 
last yea sects, 

Every thing that man raises it attacked by 
insect pests. Everything he wears is at- 
tacked by bugs. 

Why am I asking city folks to observe 
Bird Day? T'I tell you, One of the first 
things a city boy does when he goes into the 
country is to throw stones at the birds. City 
men seem to know nothing about the birds, 
and a night-hawk was shot four years ago 
by a man on Fairmount Avenue. (I did 
not know his name, or he would have been 
A night-hawk lives exclusively 
and in a stomach of one exam- 
ined recently, was found 500 mosquitoes. 


A city man, last fall, during the hunting 
season, shot a meadow lark back of my 
home. All song and insectivorous birds are 
protected by law, but many city folks do not 
know or observe the law,

Pure mathematics may be an interi ting 
diversion for a few great intellects, but it is 
applied mathematics that eases the burdens 
of humanity, Just so, theoretical Christian- 
ity might be an interesting study in phi 
osophy or ethics, but applied Christianity 
would change and remodel the whole human 
race, Let us then have more of practical 
Christianity. 

Let me remind you of the Easter Offer- 
ing. Here is your great opportunity to avoid 
that hated thing—a deficit, Give generously 
to this offering for parish 
will not need to be always 
contributions to cancel debts. 

As we look forward to that great festival 
of E , let us not forget its message, 
“Because I live, ye too shall live.” Christ's 
resurrection from the dead is the single fact 
upon which we may base our hopes for a 
future life. Without that, as St. Paul sa; 
“Then is our teaching vain and your faith is 
vain"; in fact, with the preacher of Ecclesi- 
astes we may well exclaim, “Vanity of vani- 
ties, all is vanity!” 

So let us enter upon the celebration of 
Easter with proper appreciation of what it 
means, and be thankful. 

My wish for you all is that it may be a 
very blessed and happy one.

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А PARSON'S TIME 
How One California Rector Interprets 
His Responsibilities 

Los Angeles, Cal—The rector of St. 
James’ Church, South Pasadena, the Rev. 
C. R. Barnes, makes the following state- 
ment, which may be of special interest to 
the readers of The Churchman apropos of 
its recent editorials on this subject, regard- 
ing the use of his time: 

“As the parish keeps on growing, I am 
more and more forced to conserve my 
working hours, With a constant increase 
in membership—25 per cent during 1920— 
there are more and more demands on my 
time, Each increase in activities has the 
same result. And this is far more true 
than you realize. This makes several things 
necessary, 

“First, I must depend more and more on 
the officers of each organization to be re- 
sponsible for its plans and work. Second, 
each parishioner must register a 100 per 
cent result for any duty assigned to him. 
"Third, I must increasingly put first things 
first in the matters of duties which I have. 
With this last in mind, I wish to men- 
tion to you the order of importance in 
which I place my various responsibil i 

“(1) Calls on the sick and bereaved. (2) 
Preparation for public services, including 
preaching. (3) Adequate care of the busi- 
ness details of my office, records, accounts 
and correspondence. (4) Community ac- 
ies. 

“Valuable as I realize pastoral calling to 
be, I also know that other things must come 
first. And when I do have an opportunity’ 
for general calling, newcomers must receive 
my first attention.”

Blessed art thou that beholdest the depths 
and dwellest between the Cherubim: 
Praised and exalted above all for ever. 
Blessed art thou on the glorious throne of 
thy Kingdom: 
Praised and exalted above all for ever, 
Blessed art thou in the firmament of 
heaven: 
Praised and exalted above all for ever. 
Glory be to the Father and to the Son: 
And to the Holy Ghost ; 
As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever 
shall be, world without end. Amen.

HOIV TO BUILD A CAMP-FIRE 

In the July, 1923, "Women's Home Com- 
panion" are the following directions for 
building a camp-fire, and as the season for 
camping will soon be here, we publish it 
again: 

"If you add the contents of a small bag 
of charcoal to your wood fire as soon as it 
has a good start, the fire burns with a steady 
glow conducive to culinary succes. 

“We have a way of building a fire which 
has proved most satisfactory: With a stick 
or flat stone, dig a trench about eighteen 
inches long and four inches in depth and 
width, Build the fire in this, placing two 
flat stones across the top, one for the frying 
pan and the other for the kettle. Bacon can 
be broiled by holding it to the ends of green 
pointed sticks. Potatoes, corn and apples 
can be roasted in the same way. One of 
the chief charms of this fire is that there is 
little danger of its spreading. Then, too, 
it can be easily nguished. Be sure to 
carry matches and an old newspaper to start 
the blaze."

THE IMMIGRATION BILL 


On Friday, April 18, there ap- 

peared in the public press a 

statement that the Philadelphia 
Federation of Churches, in executive ses- 
sion, had passed a resolution appealing to 
the President to veto any immigration bill 
which contained the Japane: 
feature, assuring the President that the 
Prot t Churches of Philadelphia were 
united in this action. 


Exclusion 


I have spoken in a large number of 
churches and missionary societies in Phila- 
delphia, and I do not believe that the Fed- 
eration is justified in taking this action. 
"There has never to my knowledge been any 
expression on the part of the churches as a 
whole on this subject, and while the Fed- 
eration may speak for the churches on 
issues on which the churches stand com- 
mitted, it is a serious question as to what 
right it has to speak on international issues 
where the attitude of the churches is not 
known. 


I have made my personal protest both to 
Dr. Lynch and to Dr. Benton. I feel sure 
that there are many churches in Philadel- 
phia who do not approve of their action, 
but rather feel that an All-Wise Providence 
interfered in the affairs of men in a most 
peculiar manner at the most critical moment 
to help America solve for a far-flung future 
a problem that has troubled her for over 
twenty years. The attitude of the Presi- 


dent, the State Department, and the Senate 


before the Japanese Ambassador's letter 
was unque: 
the a 


ionably in favor of continuing 
greement, and the House alone was 
definitely committed to the exclusion. In 
one brief day, the whole attitude of the 
Senate was reversed, which made it pos- 
sible to abrogate the Gentlemen's Agree- 
ment with an overwhelming majority. 
America adopted in 1882 an exclusion law 
which affected the Oriental races, Japan in- 
cluded. During President Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration, Japan secured through diplo- 
matic correspondence an agreement where- 
by she became the determining factor with 
respect to immigration from Japan. ‘This 
power has been conferred on no other 
country in the world. The agreement is 
not a treaty, and was never acted on by the 
treaty-making body of the United States. 
‘The contents of the Gentlemen's Agreement 
is not known to the Congressmen or Sena- 
tors, or even the chairmen of the immigra- 
tion committees of Congress. The State 
Department and the President alone know 
what it contains. I have written twice to 
the State Department, and told that the con- 
tents could not be made public. 


It has been generally understood that 
among other things, Japan agreed to co- 
operate to prevent laborers from coming to 
America. In the twenty years in which the 
agreement has been in force, the Japanese 
population in America has more than 
doubled. In California alone, there are 
40,000 young Japanese voters or potential 
voters. In October, 1922, the Supreme 
Court of the United States decided in thz 
case of Токао Azawa, that “The Japanese 
is ineligible for citizenship under the law, 
which provides that only a free white per- 
son or person of African descent may be 
naturalized.” But while the Supreme Court 
has thus decided, we have also a law that 
"A child born of foreign parentage on 
American soil is an American citizen.” 


A serious mistake was made in the early 
history of America when 400,000 colored 
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people were brought here as slaves, From 
that small beginning we now have over 
12,000,000 colored people, which is one- 
tenth of America’s population. А promi- 
nent young Japanese, who was related in 
official circles, made the statement some 
years ago that the only thing Japan wanted 
in America was California, and that they 
intended to take it, not by power or through 
diplomacy, but by natural increase, and that 
he hoped nothing would interfere with their 
plan, The most prolific races in the world 
are the Oriental, and if we are not to es- 
tablish the yellow race in America, it is time 
we decided that NOW. 

Japan is very strict in enforcing her own 
immigration laws on the Koreans and 
Chinese at home, and she is well aware that 
she would present a sorry spectacle before 
the world going to war because the way 
America decided a purely domestic problem 
was not to her liking. 

I believe that the churches that rightly 
understand the Japanese question would 
certainly not be in favor of the action of 
the Executive Committee of the Federation,

FORTY YEARS OF CHANGE IN 
CHINA 
By Rev. A, A. FULTON 

When I went to China there were several 
provinces without a missionary or convert. 
Bitter prejudice on the part of the dominant 
literary class made ac to cities and vil- 
lages very difficult, and it was almost im- 
possible to rent even the meanest shop for 
a preaching hall. The few shops that we 
did manage to secure were often looted. 
Recently, however, I was present at the 
dedication of a church built by Chinese at 
a cost of $20,000—in a town from which 
our first convert long ago was driven out; 
his shop was looted. Last year I saw in 
process of erection a new church in a walled 
city where I had secured only a small shop 
outside of the city wall. Even then the 
literary class petitioned the magistrate to 


тт 


drive us out. The new church was erected 
at a cost of $30,000, And a school for girls, 
not far from the church, has been built at 
a cost of $10,000, In scores of cities and 
markets there are new churches built by 
Chinese to take the place of old shops used 
as preaching halls, 

‘To-day the old prejudice against the gos- 
pel has almost entirely disapeared, We can 
rent or buy property in almost every city, 
town and market in the province of which 
Canton is the capital, and I believe this is 
very largely true of every other province in 
China, Where once we had to fight preju- 
dice and even hostility we now are wel- 
comed, 

In view of this triumph of the gospel 
against the old hostility of China, great are 
the responsibilities of the churches to meet 
the splendid opportunities open to us in the 
greatest missi field on earth, China 
holds America in highest esteem, beyond 
that of any other nation. Missionaries can 
go into every province and buy and build— 
privileges denied to merchants, who may re- 
side only in treaty ports. What China 
needs, and needs beyond all else the world 
can give, is regeneration. Reform must 
follow, and it is built on regeneration,

‘The de- 
velopments were interesting, In fact, hardly 
a halí hour had elapsed before two pretty 
birds with tufted heads appeared on the 
electric wires near the window and were 
causing a regular commotion in bird lan- 
guage. They were parents of the little bird 
and were seeking their lost baby, 

The little Samaritan watched the birds 
with interest, not making sound or motion 
for fear of scaring away the visitors. 

But the baby bird was already struggling 
to get out of the box. It had heard the call 
of its parents, Suddenly, one of the larger 
birds timidly flew to the window-sill and, 
glancing about hurriedly, crushed some red 
berries into the hungry little mouth of the 
baby, then flew off again.

‘There is something the matter with the 
man, woman or child who is not a lover of 
flowers. It is said one should look with 
suspicion upon any person who is not a 
lover of babies and dogs; to that I'll add, 
flowers. 

From my observation, more flbwers are 
sent to the dead than are given to the living. 
It is right and proper to send flowers to the 
bereaved family of our friends who have 
passed on, but I do believe we do not send 
enough flowers to the living. 

“Say it with flowers” is one of the best 
slogans ever invented. Flowers say so 
much and t effectively, Were you ever 
down-hearted and sad and have some old 
friend come along and, by a handshake, a 
look, or a hand laid ge on your shoul- 
der, make you feel as if life did have two 
sides to it? Of course, you have. We are 
all human. That is just the feeling when 
we receive some flowers, 


Many folks are just heart-sick for 
flowers. There is an old, old saying that 
no flower should be left to die on the bush, 
it should be cut and given to some one to 
enjoy. We cannot all raise flower Most 
of us are city folks, and the city back yard 
is not a good culture ground for flowers. 
"Those who raise flowers have no excuse for 
not giving them to others. "Those who do 
not raise flowers should have a little box, 
labeled "For Flowers," where pennies and 
nickels can be placed, and this fund used 
to spread sunshine and joy via the flower 
plan. 

We all know how the altar flowers are ap- 
preciated, and the Neighborhood Mi: 
find some of its most effective work done 


by its flower committee, 

“Tt is a big mistake to think that flowers 
can not be given unless a big bunch is 
bought. That idea has passed away with 
many old moth-eaten prejudi: I would 
rather give six persons two roses each than 
to give an entire dozen to one person, 

Put one or two flowers with a few leaves 
in a little vase and see the effect. We have 
much to learn from the Japanese in flower 
arrangements. Ittakes an artist to arrange 
a big bunch of various kinds of flowers to 
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make them look right, but any опе can ar- 
range a few flowers. One flower in a 
will last twice as long as a big bunch. Teach 
the children to look after the flowers. Cut 
off a little of the stems daily, and see that 
they have plenty of cool, fresh water. 

The flower seasons is here. Make some- 
one happy by sending or giving them 
flowers. 

Just a word of caution about pulling wild 
flowers. It is said that dogwood trees will 
soon be extinct. The city folk go out to 
the country in autos and without thought 
of the damage they are doing, break and 


se 


tear big limbs in a way that practically de- 
stroys the tree, The same with wild flowers, 
I have seen many, both young and old, just 
tear up wild flowers by the roots. It helps 
flowers to have them cut, but our beautiful 
wild flowers will soon be gone unless proper 
care is taken of them. 

I hope these few words will have some 
effect on our members. We read so much, 
remember so little, and practice less, 

Lam writing this to benefit the great army 
of "The lovers of the beautiful" who can 
be made happy by a gift of a few flowers.

PASTORAL LETTER 
Deak FRIENDS :— 

There are five things of which I wish to 
write this month. The letter about Easter, 
to which you were asked to reply. Опе 
hundred and seventy-two replies were re- 
ceived, One hundred and twenty 
ported that they attended one service at St. 
Matthias, twelve attended at other churches, 
forty-five pleaded inability to attend any 
service, 

Now I want to thank those who co- 
operated and acceeded to my request. It is 
interesting to note that, adding the number 
of those who stated they attended St. Mat- 
thias to those whom I marked as attending, 
in my belief, we got a figure within two of 
the number we estimated—167—as the at- 
tendance of our own people on that day. 

But what about the two hundred and 
twenty-eight who vouchsafed no reply? Is 
it too much trouble just to fill out a post- 
card and mail it when your rector asks your 
co-operation? 

Or were you ashamed to acknowledge 
that you were absent without a reason? 

Not half of us sufficiently interested to 
do such a little thing—only 43 per cent to 
be exact! 

Do you wonder that we do not progress 


as we should, or that your rector is dis- 
couraged at times? 

What shall we do with these dead ones, 
or how wake them up? 

(2) The Divinity School Campaign. 

I wish I might delay sending this in until 
to-morrow night, in order that we might 
have the final figures. A million dollars is 
a lot of money, but about $700,000 has been 
raised, and we are hopeful, I wish to thank 
you all for your contributions, and assist- 
ance in this effort, and I want you all to be 
continually interested in this great and good 
work which is so essential to our Church's 
life. 

Especially deserving of mention is the 
spontaneous offer of some of our Sunday 
School girls to repeat a little sketch which 
they had given before at another parish— 
the proceeds to go to the campaign. 

(3) One of our own boys—Thomas 
Parker—is next month to be ordained to 
the ministry, having graduated from our 
divinity school with honors. I wish to con- 
gratulate him and wish him God-speed in 
his work. We all ought to be proud of 
him, and I sincerely wish that other young 
men in our parish might be moved by the 


Holy Spirit to devote their lives to this 
splendid service, 
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(4) The Diocesan Convention, on May 6, 
was, I think, the smoothest-moving and 
most agreeable meeting of its kind I ever at- 
tended. Bishop Garland presided with skill 
and dignity, and an atmosphere of good- 
will seemed to prevail, A note of loyalty to 
our new bishop was evident, and all things 
point to a period of unprecedented activity 
and accomplishment in this historic old dio- 
cese of ours. 

(5) In closing, a word about the Study 
Class on Prayer. To me, it has been a great 
help and benefit as well as a pleasure. I 
hope it has been profitable for you—whether 
or not we do something of the sort next 
year will depend upon you. I regret that 
my illness caused interruptions in the ses- 
sions. I would be pleased to have an ex- 
pression of opinion as to whether you con- 
sidered this venture worth while.

THE GOLDEN RULE AND THE 
LORD'S DAY 

A practical question arises out of the sin- 
cere desire of the modern Christian to ob- 
serve the Fourth Commandment. It is con- 
ceded that absolute cessation from all forms 
of work was not contemplated in the law 
itself according to Christ's interpretation 
of it. Nor has the practice oí the most 
scrupulous of God's people been otherwise. 
So far as each believer is concerned, he 
can determine for himself what are the al- 
lowable duties for the Lord's Day. But 
when other persons are involved, as is so 
frequently the case in the complex arrange- 
ments of our twentieth century life, how far 
shall the conscientious Christian expect 
them to work for him on the holy day? 

The only answer to the question is: 
Apply the Golden Rule to all matters of 
supposedly necessary work. Put yourself 
in the place of the man who feels compelled 
to carry on his business e day of the 
week. If you are free to enjoy one day in 
seven as a rest day, would not the same 
privilege be appreciated by him? Would 
you be willing to take the place of him 
whose hours of rest are reduced to the 
smallest number and who often loses them 
altogether? 

It is right to take our meals on the first 
day of the week as on other days. But is 
it necessary that some who supply the food, 
and the many who prepare it for the table, 
should be compelled to give up all of their 
day of rest and worship? A little thought- 
fulness in doing to others as we would that 
they should do unto us, would be of in- 
estimable benefit. 

It may be important to go from one place 
to another on the Lord’s Day. But would 
the person so journeying be willing to be a 
motorman, conductor, engineer, driver or 
chauffeur, to whom all days are alike and 
religious observances become a mere mem- 
ory of the past? This has direct bearing on 
traveling for pleasure merely. 

It is readily granted that no hard and fast 


regulation can be made. But if the Golden 
Rule were to be used with reference to 
Sunday labor, there would be much rejoic- 
ing in the ranks of the toilers, who would 
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be glad to have the moral and spiritual up- 
lift that comes from keeping one day holy 
unto the Lord. 

"Remember the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy." 

“The Sabbath is to be sanctified by a holy 
resting all that day, even from such worldly 
employments and recreations as are lawful 
on other days; and spending the whole time 
in the public and private exercises of God's 
worship, except so much as is to be taken 
up in the works of necessity and mercy." 

“The Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath." 

“Therefore all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 


even so to them: for this is the law and the 
prophets.”

Crimes 
have been inspired by remembering injuries 
done us; but wrongs forgotten in love may 
become new adornments in life.

tering sore, the wound becomes a pearl. So 
a wrong, patiently endured, and mastered 
by love, adds new beauty to the life, 

Then we should forget our successes as 
well as our failures. Sometimes our very 
achievements hinder and retard our actions. 
Some people spoil their lives and their 
future service by dwelling too much upon 
their past achievements. There are some 
who once did a good thing, and who have 
done little since but tell others about it, If 
you did anything good or great or worthy 
in the past, forget it. It belonged to the 
last year and adorned it, but it will not do 
for this year. Each year must have its own 
great achievements and adornments. How- 
ever fine any past achievement may have 
been, we should leave it behind and go on 
to greater undertakings.

we might establish our fund with ten dollars, 
aiming, before five years, say. to reach one 
hundred dollars. Then if we wanted to es- 
tablish a higher goal for ourselves, we 
might. This goal need be known only to 
ourselves. 


The interest from all these funds goes to- 
ward parish expenses.

А USEFUL TREE 

In a report for the Government, United 
States Consul Yerby, stationed at Dakar, 
Senegal, describes a wonderful tree, known 


as the shea, or butter tree, It supplies the 


natives not only with nuts, which they 
highly prize, but with a butter that may be- 
come an article of commercial importance. 
It is already exported to Europe, where 
makers of artif butter find use for it 

On the nuts that this tree produces there 
is a soit covering for pulp, which in tum 
is covered with a smooth skin that comes 
off easily when the nut ripens. This pulp is 
sweet and wholesome. Almost two-thirds 
of the nut is vegetable butter. The tree 
begins to bear when it is fifteen years old, 
and reaches its prime in twenty-five years. 
Chocolate manufacturers could easily utilize 
the product. It might also be of use in 
making candles and soap.—The Youth's 
Companion. 


0 COLD FOR BABY PHANT 
`" the baby elephant, which arrived 
7. died there on May 23, from cold, 
at the Philadelphia Zoo from Africa on 
e proving tov severe 
n will be mounted and presented 
by Zoo officials to the Academy of 
sciences, where you in time may see it, 

Since her arrival, “Mary” had been the 
star attraction at the Zoo, outrivaling even 
the monkey cage. She was the only baby 
elephant in any zoological gardens, as well 
as one of the few African elephants ex- 
hibited in North and South America. 

"Mary" wasa pygmy. Thirty 
tall, she weighed 
mostly ears. The African elephant has 
wide, drooping ears. Ever since she arrived 
crowds have gathered around her cage, and 
a few days before she died two policemen 
were called to prevent spectators from 
climbing fences in order to get a better view 
of “Mary” munching hay. 

“The trouble with ‘Mary’ seems to have 
been that she was taken from her mother 
too young,” said an official at the Zoo. “She 


inches 


o pounds, and w 
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was the smallest elephant we ever had here, 
amd probably the smallest ever imported to 
the United States. She was about eighteen 
months old. 

“Because of her youth, she was fed on 
а special diet of milk with other ingredi- 
ents which we mixed for her. She seemed 
to thrive on this ‘until four days before she 
died, when she developed symptoms of a 
cold. Had she been older, she might have 
thrown off this illness. As it was, she 
seemed to droop and was off her feed. Until 
she was taken ill, she would eat a little hay 
in addition to her liquid diet, but for several 
days preceding her death, she refused all 
food.” 

"Mary" was one of three African ele- 
phants recently shipped to Germany, Two 
a male and a female—were sold to a 
European concern, and “Mary” was trans- 
ported to Philadelphia, 

“We had no idea she was so small,” said 
a Zoo official, “although we were glad to get 
her, We have been in the market for years 
for an African elephant. They are hard 
to get.” 


A FRIEND IN NEED 

This friend was a tame stag that be- 
longed to a lady living near Manila, in the 
Philippine Islands, He was а great pet, and 
allowed to roam around at his will. 

The ponies did not have the same free- 
dom. When they were taken out, they must 
be tied. One day, the man who fed the 
ponies tied one of them with a very short 
rope, and then carelessly put its bunch of 
hay beyond its reach. The poor little beast 
strained in vain at its rope to reach his meal. 
His owner, watching from the window, was 
about to go to his help, when she saw the 
stag standing by, taking in the situation. She 
ed to see what would happen. The stag 
soon found a way out of the difficulty. He 
bent his proud head, lifted part of his hay 
on his antlers, and put it down under the 
pony’s nose. Then he went back for more; 
in a few minutes the grateful little pony 
had its full meal before him, and was mak- 
ing a hearty reakfast—The Outlook.

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А PROVIDENTIAL RESCUE 

A recent article in the papers told of the 
grounding of the Submarine S-34 off San 
Francisco, and brings to mind the peril to 
which the crews of these types of boats are 
subjected, 

It recalls the rescue of 37 officers and 
men of the U. S. Submarine 5-5, оп Sep- 
tember 2, 1920, at which time came to light 
a story of courage and fortitude almost un- 
equaled in the annals of the American 
Navy. 


On Wednesday, September 1, 1920, while 
making a test nose dive, off Cape Henlopen, 
the submarine, due to faulty intake valve 
suddenly shot, bow first, to the bottom of 
the ocean, and buried its nose in the sand, 
100 feet below the surface, leaving its stern 
protruding about 15 feet above the water. 
With the ship held in a vice-like grip, unable 
to help itself, or to signal for help, and with 
ig quarters flooded, the imprisoned 
the water. It answered by the 
U. S. oil boat, “General Goethels.” In the 
meantime, bow lines were run from the 
“Alanthus” around the stern of the S-5, to 
keep her from slipping into deeper water, 
and upon the arrival of the "General 
Goethals,” Chief Engineer Wiliam E. 
Grace and Assistant Engineer McWilliams 
were rowed to the wreck, and immediately 

ed drilling holes with a small hand 
ratchet in the three-quarter-inch steel. 
work was slow, and the men worked fi 
tically throughout the night, until at last 
they succeeded in cutting a hole eighteen 
inches in diameter, through which the 
officers and men were dragged one by one.

Drak PARISHIONERS: 
There are just two things which 1 wish 
to mention,

pgratulate you upon the good 
start we have made this Fall, The Church 
services have been considerably better at- 
tended than last year—indeed, 1 imagine 
better than for a number of years, although 
T haven't the figures before me. I hope 
that this gives promise of continually in- 
creasing congregations as we go into the 
Winter. 

I wonder if you could understand а 
preacher's reactions on this matter. It isn't 
so much that we desire mere numbers on 
our records; 


no, it is because there is a very 


positive inspiration in standing up to ad- 
dress a large audience, It makes one feel 
for one thing that his message is something 
worth while, and if so, then it is worth w 
delivering in а worth-while fashion. So 
there is a sort of challenge to the preacher 
in a large congregation—a challenge which 
provokes and incites them to his very best. 
I wish sometimes that I might exchange 
places with you in the pews on some occa- 
sion when there is but a meagre attendance, 
and then on another, when there is a. full 
attendance, and let you experience the de- 
pression in one case and the thrill in the 
other. But I didn't intend to write a disser- 
tation on the psychology of the parson, so 
T shall stop and just say, Fine! Keep it up. 

"The other matter is one of the utmost im- 
portance—the Japan Reconstruction Fund. 


I need hardly tell you of the great need 
which earthquake-stricken Japan has to 
meet, We are especially concerned now 


‚мш the particular needs of our Church 


there in the reconstruction of its demolished 
buildings—schools, colleges, hospitals, etc, 
Last Winter, Bishop Gailor and Dr. Wood 
visited Japan, and after a very careful sur- 
vey of the ground and consideration of. 
present and future needs, decided that the 
amount needed would be $3,000,000, against 
which is to be credited $600,000 for prop- 
erty now owned in the Tsukiji district of 
Tokyo, leaving a balance of $2,400,000, 

Tt may be interesting to state how this 


estimate is sub-divided. For churches, 


$295,000; St. 


l's University, $395,000; 
St. Pauls Middle School, $450,000; St. 
Margaret's School, $375,000; Primary 
Schools, $120,000; St. Luke's Hospital, 
$1,000,000; Missionaries’ houses, $170,000; 
Miscellaneous (administration buildings, 
other schools, expenses, etc.), $195,000. 


You will notice that the largest item is for, 


St. Luke's Hospital, and I am greatly inter- 
ested in that for two reasons: (1) because 
it represents practical Christianity of a sort 
which the Japanese can understand best, 
and (2) because merely as an engineering 
project it is of absorbing interest to me. I 
have carefully studied the plans, and find 
them thoroughly modern and well worked 
out. The design of the buildings is im- 
pressive, :

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garet's School for Girls, by collecting old 
gold, silver and jewelry, as I announced 
last Sunday.

JAPAN RECONSTRUCTION FUND 

To repair the damage to our Churches, 
schools and institutions—most of which 
were totally destroyed by the earthquake of 
September, 1923— will cost, it is estimated, 
two million, five hundred thousand dollars, 
Of this sum, the Diocese of Pennsylvania 
is expected to contribute two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, 

While this means some sacrifice, it also 
presents an opportunity for the members of 
the Episcopal Church in the United States 
to demonstrate to the people of Japan that 
Christian people stand always ready to re- 
spond helpfully and whole-heartedly to 
their fellows, and who in this case are the 
victims of one of the greatest calamities of 
modern times.

THE JOY OF GIVING 
“The greatest fun I have I extract from 
my giving," said a Christian who is not only 
giving of his means to the church, but also 
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of his services. Why should it be other- 
wise? Who that calls himself a true fol- 
lower of Christ will dare to doubt the abso- 
lute truth of His words, that it is “more 
blessed to give than to receive”? If more 
blessed, then more pleasurable and satisfy- 
ing. And yet there seems to be consider- 
able skepticism among Christians on this 
point. Giving, whether it be money or serv- 
ice, is done from a sense of duty rather than 
from a sense of genuine pleasure. Many 
pay their church dues very much as they 
pay their taxes to the state. They are “dues” 
in the cold, hard sense in which we look 
upon debts. They are obligations which rest 
upon the mind as burdens which we dislike 
to think of and are anxious to be rid of. 
We once asked a church member who loved 
nothing better than to spend lavish sums 
for clothing, whether the church dues 
which we saw her place in her en- 
velope gave her as much pleasure to put 
into the Lord’s treasury as the costly coat 
she had just bought. Her surprised look 
gave the answer where her lips refused to 
make the confession, that what she spent 
upon herself was more truly pleasurable 
than what she gave to the Lord. The 
thought was as new as it was startling to 
her. It is a question that puts giving to its 
acid test, for Christians to ask themselves 
whether they really extract more joy from 
giving than from receiving. 

Would the Boards of the Church be 
harassed with debts and with the painful 
necessity of allowing the Lord's work to 
suffer for lack of workers and of funds if 
church members thought more of the joy 
of service and of giving and less of the 
burden of meeting apportionments? Why 
should giving be painful? Dare it be, can 
it be, painful in the case of any one who 
loves the Lord Jesus, whose whole life was 
one continuous offering up of Himself for

the world’s salvation? Not to find joy in 
giving is to miss the most satisfying plea- 
sure a Christian can have. It is in fact an 
index of a defective spiritual state. It re- 
veals an absence of that Christ-like love 
which must spend and be spent in the serv- 
ice of the Master, 

We wonder sometimes whether in the 
making of appeals for the church’s great 
causes enough stress is laid on the joy and 
the privilege of giving, whether we are pre- 
senting it as a measure of the love we bear 
for Christ and for the precious souls for 
whom He died. To doubt that there is joy 
in such giving is to doubt our Christianity 
and to confess that we do not love our Lord. 
Love is the great motive power in all the 
benevolent operations of the church, and 
love is like an imprisoned force which pines 
and dies unless it is given freedom of exer- 
cise. It wells up from the heart like a foun- 
tain and sends forth its waters in perennial 
streams to refresh and gladden. It is twice 
blessed; it blesses him that takes and him 
that gives. To love is to give and to give 
is to love, and where is there a joy that can 
compare with that which springs out of 
love ?—The Lutheran.

PASTORAL LETTER 
Dear Parishioners:— 

First, let me wish you all a very happy 
New Year—a year filled up with prosperity 
and happiness and spiritual blessedness. I 
hope that you have found the secret of true 
happiness—-work for others; and don't for- 
get that your Church is the great agency 
through which we can work for others, the 
clearing house of our efforts on behalf of 
our fellow men. I earnestly desire to see 
1925 record a distinct advance in this direc- 
tion; new workers, new works, and renewed 
efforts on the part of all of us to make our 
dear Saint Matthias’ the outstanding power 
for good that she should be. So, then, to 
work! 

Now I want to spend the rest of this 
letter in talking to you about the new plan 
of parish finance of which 1 wrote in the 
September Parisu REGISTER. As 1 said 
then, it is simply a method of increasing the 
Endowment Fund of our parish by making 
individual endowments NOI, An indi- 
vidual starts an endowment with any 
amount of one dollar or over. А separate 
record is kept of all the payments on ac- 
count of that endowment which bears the 
name of the donor. All the money thus con- 
tributed goes into the general endowment 
fund, and the interest is used for parish ex- 
penses. Thus the endowments become pro- 
ductive of results immediately. Not only 
that, but so many times people forget their 
Church in making their wills; they overlook 
the fact that when they go, their contribu- 
tions are missing. Again, many people hesi- 
tate to leave a sum of money in their wills 


because it must of necessity be small. This 
method gives everybody an opportunity to 
have part in the endowment, for the gifts 
are determined entirely by the individual— 
they may be of any amount. 


The endowment may be begun with a 
dollar, then payments of any amount addi- 
tional made at any time. When the sum 
reaches ten dollars, then a permanent 
record is made of that endowment. That 
does not mean that payments ought to stop 
then, howev It is a good idea to set for 
ourselves a goal to be reached before we 
pass on—perhaps $1,000, $2,000, $3,000, 
$5,000—or whatever it may be. 


These endowments may be made in 
memory of a dear one departed this life. 


Or they may commemorate an anniver- 
sary in our lives—birthday, wedding, birth- 
day of children, etc. 


Or they may take the form of a thank- 
offering for some particular blessing—re- 
covery from illness (ourselves or loved 
ones), delivery from danger, coming of 
good fortune, etc. 

‘Two very suggestive times for the estab- 
lishment of an endowment are (1) at Bap- 
tism of a child, and (2) at Confirmation 
(our own or others). 


Parents (or godparents) may start an 
endowment for the child at baptism. ‘This 
type of endowment may not go over a total 
of $10, Then, at Confirmation, the child, 
assuming responsibility for his own spirit- 
ual life, might appropriately start another 
endowment for himself—a Confirmation 
Endowment which, it is suggested, should be 
complete at $10, and not to exe 
The idea of this is that Confirmation repre- 
sents a single experience; therefore, the en- 
dowment should be completed as so.n as 
possible and endowments of the first type 
mentioned Берип — which are termed 
"Thanksgiving Endowments, and may reach

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WHAT USE AM 1 TO THE CHURCH? 
By THE Rev. R, Н. KIRCHOFFER 

‘Too often Christian people look at the 
fact of belonging to the Church from en- 
tirely the wrong angle. Instead of regard- 
ing it as a privilege and responsibility, they 
look at it from the standpoint of what they 
get out of it. That is putting the cart be- 
fore the horse, for we will get nothing out 
of it until we put something into it, since 
the Church, primarily, is organized for 
Christian service. [hat we get will take 
care of itself when we begin to put int 
Merely to belong, without doing anything, 
is just as futile as to be a Mason or an 
Elk, or a member of the Woman's Club, 
and never attending or taking part in the 
work of these organizations. 

So why not ask ourselves, “What use am 
I to the Church?” 

Various answers may be given. Honest 
answers could be as follows: “I am of real 
use to the Church.” "1 am of some use to 
the Church." “I am of very little use to 
the Church.” 

Let us look at the question from three 
different angles. 


DEVOTIONAL LIFE 

1. I am of real use to the Church because 
I attend the services regularly, receiving 
the Holy Communion at least once a month, 
and more frequently when possible. In my 
private prayers, I do not forget my rector, 
the work of my parish, or the work of the 
Church at home and abroad. "Through my 
devotional life I am growing spiritually. 

2. I am of some use to the Church be- 
cause I attend the services, but not as regu- 
larly as I might. I receive the Holy Com- 
munion when I happen to be at the service 
where it is celebrated. When I think of it, 
I ask God's blessings upon the work of the 
Church. 

3. I am of very little use to the Church 
because I seldom attend services. This 
makes me forget my private devotions, and, 
as I am thinking more about the things of 


this life than spiritual things, I am not 
growing spiritually, 
CHRISTIAN SERVICE 

1. I am of real use to the Church because, 
through it, I am doing all I can in the way 
of Christian service. I am giving some of 
my time and strength to my parish; I am 
serving my community ; I am trying to keep 
in touch with diocesan and national needs 
and to do something to help. 

2. I am of some use to the Church be- 
cause, although I am terribly busy, I occa- 
sionally do something to help, though not 
with any regularity. But I do not want 
to tie myself up to any definite responsi- 
bility. 

3. I am of very little use to the Church, 
because I am giving all my time and 
strength in other ways. 

CHRISTIAN GIVING 

1. I am of real use to the Church be: 
cause I am definitely setting aside a certain 
portion of my income for the Church work. 
I am giving enough to make me feel it. I 
give regularly, and do not let my payments 
fall behind. I ask God to bless what I give 
in many ways of usefulness. 

2. I am of some use to the Church be- 
cause I make an annual pledge for my par- 
ish and for other Chureh objects, But 1 
do not feel it very much. It is not as much 
as I can pay in club dues. And then I often 
get behind in my payments—just carel 
ness—but I pay up eventually, I know this 
makes it more difficult to run the parish 
properly, and hinders the forward work of 
the Church. 

3. I am of very little use to the Church 
because I make no pledge in money, but I 
give what change 1 happen to have in my 
pocket when I come to Church.

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Modernism Tested

of modernism is haying a two-fold in- 
fluence. On the one hand, it is over- 
whelming those who are off-guard, and 
before ever they know they are victims 
of its destructive influence, On the 
other hand, however, there is a grow- 
ing body of men and women who, by 
the goodness of God, are enabled to see 
through the maze, and are permitted to 
attain (and retain) firm ground in their 
study of Scripture. These latter have, 
in many cases, recovered foothold by 
laying on one side the writings of the 
5, and addressing themselves with 
serious purpose to the Holy Book it- 
self. And but little investigation is 
necessary to show that, after all, the 
would-be teachers are, to an amazing 
degree, out of contact with the Word 
of God as a whole. Why should not 
more men of honor and good-will test 
the claims of those who seek their con- 
fidence? They might, to their surprise, 
find a condition of mind in harmony 
with that of a leader-writer in one of 
London's great daily papers, who re- 
cently deplored that “no modern Gideon 
can bid the sun to halt in its course or 
stay the process of evolution!” Gideon! 
When did he “bid the sun to halt?” 
What hazy history is that which ex- 
cludes Joshua from the majestic inci- 
dent recorded in the Book of his name, 
chapter ten!—The Christian (London).

The Greatness of Service 

“Whosoever of you will be the chief- 
est, shall be servant of all" (Mk. 10: 44). 

In inner life a Christian is one who 
has entered into conscious personal re- 
lation with Christ through the new 
birth. Outwardly, he makes it the aim 
of his life to order his conduct by the 
teachings of Christ so far as he can 
interpret. them in terms of modern 
duty. These teachings are not in the 
nature of rules, but of fundamental 
principles, because Jesus spoke not for 
any one age, but for the ages. To re- 
arrange the life of the world along the 
line of Jesus’ teachings is one of the 
greatest world-tasks of the Christian 
ages. The method of Tesus is to gain 
this end through breathing into men a 
new spirit of sacrificial service which 
Should take the place of the spirit of 
selfishness and competition. Jesus dared 
to follow this great principle through 
to the end, though that end was a cross. 

Bless thou, O Lord, our efforts in the 
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necessary tasks of making a living, and 
help us to be more deeply concerned 
about making a life—a life that can 
carry God's approval and blessing. 
Help us to love what Jesus loves, to 
hate what Jesus hates, to get out of 
any association or connection that we 
are conscious Jesus would not have us 
in. In everything help us unreservedly 
to accept Jesus’ estimate of values. 
Make our lives more courageous, more 
invigorating, wholesome, thoughtful, 
useful, more like Jesus. In Jesus’ name. 
Amen:—The Evangelical Messenger.

A 
stamped, addressed return envelope should 
be sent by the Rector or Accounting War- 
den to every member, asking what he or she 
is going to pay for the support of the Church 
and the spread of Christ's Kingdom among 
men, If any member will not, or cannot, 
pay anything, all right ; but they should come 
out and say so, and then the Rector, Ac- 
counting Warden and the Vestry would 
know what to do. 


Going back year after year means just 
one thing—the Church must eventually be 
closed. Now, friends, I don't know what 
will be talked about at our meetings this 
year, but whatever is talked about will be 
interesting, I know. 

Let's come to the reception and dinner in 
а spirit of real brotherly love, and I know 
we will have a good time and a profitable 
one for the Parish.

Stax Routes 
Uncle Sam has his heroes in peace-time 
аз well as in war. Records of bravery and 
of heroism equal to the deeds of daring per- 
formed by those patriots who have faced 
shot and shell of an enemy country are not 
lacking among the army of employees of 
the United States Government, Among 
these whose heroism is notable, yet carries 
with it no Congressional Medal, but only 
the consciousness of duty performed, are 
the carriers of mail by land, by sea and by 
air, espec those who carry the mails 
over some of the more difficult of the star 
routes, These men are not paid salaries, 
but work under contract, awarded under 
the law as a result of competitive bidding. 
Tt might be said that they differ from all 
other government employees in that they 
fix their own salaries. 

When it is pointed out that during the 
past two and a half years, fifty-five carriers 
have lost their lives while in the perform- 
ance of duty, it will be seen that the tasks 
assigned them are hazardous in the extreme. 

‘Phere are star routes scattered through- 
out the country where "seas of mud" are 
considered of slight moment and where the 
perils encountered from ice packs and floes 
many times result in death or serious and 
permanent injury. 

To the city dweller a reference to the 
mail man brings a picture of the gray- 
coated carrier who delivers his letters and 
packages unhampered to any great extent 
by winds or weather. But the denizen of 
the rural district thinks of him as the driver 
of a horse-drawn or motor vehicle, whose 
arrival is regarded as an event in the daily 
life of the occupant of the farm, putting 
him, as it d in touch with the outside 
world and with his fellow man. 

In January of this year, Reinhold Dreahn, 
carrier on the star route between Buffalo 
and Murchison, South Dakota, fell a vic- 
tim to duty. For several years, Dreahn had 


been making twicea-Week trips between the 
two hamlets, encountering all sorts of 
weather conditions, but never failing to 
carry out his part of the contract with the 
Post Office Department. He had started 
from Mruchison as usual оп a certain Satur- 
day, and when he did not put in an appear- 
ance the next day at Buffalo, a search was 
made for him, He was found just one mile 
outside of town, with both hands and feet 
frozen. He was dead when discovered, and 
it is estimated he had been exposed to the 
intense cold for over sixteen hours. The 
theory advanced for his death was that, be- 
coming exhausted from a hard day's work, 
and while attempting to crank his car, he 
fell and was not able to recover his senses 
before he succumbed to the cold of the 
night. 

Records of the Post Office Department 
show that among the most dangerous and 
difficult routes served by rural carriers and 
star route contractors are those extending 
from Newport to Otter Rock, Oregon; Elli- 
son Bay to Detroit Harbor, Wisconsin; 
Rocky Bar to Atlanta, Idaho; and from 
Sandusky to Kelly Island, Middle Bass and 
Put-in-Bay, Ohio. 

On the Rocky Bar-Atlanta, Idaho, route 
the service is performed in the winter sea- 
son by carrieds traveling on snow-shoes, 
packing fifty pounds of mail. Not infre- 
quently, carriers on this route have been 
caught in snowslides and swept to death. 
Only a year or two ago, a carrier lost his 
life in this way early in January, and his 
body was not recovered until late the fol- 
lowing June. 

The routes from Ellison Bay to Detroit 
Harbor, Wisconsin, and from Sandusky, 
Ohio, to nearby islands must be operated 
over the ice in the winter, and in the fall 
when the lake is frozen. During the spring 
thaw, it is extremely difficult and hazardous 
to carry on the service. A number of 
carriers have lost their lives in endeavor- 
ing to transport the mails between thes? 
points. 
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Probably one of the most hazardous ex- 
periences that ever befej] one or more of 
Uncle Sam's mail carriers was that of the 
Hitchcock brothers, carriers on the routes 
out of Sandusky. Some winters ago, while 
endeavoring to deliver mail to residents of 
some of the smaller islands in Lake Erie, 
they were caught in a storm and running 
ice. They were carried down the lake by 
the resistless force of a drift in which they 
had become wedged, ‘The carriers were 
given up for lost by the excited islanders. 
A cablegram wired to Kelly Island read: 
“Look out for the carriers; they are fast 
in the ice and drifting that way.” 

But the two men, after many efforts, 
were rescued. ‘They were in an exhausted 
condition, and so completely covered and 
weighed down with ice as to be helpless. 
‘Their caps were frozen to their heads, and 
their clothes so loaded with ice that the 
wearers were unable to bend, 

On arrival at home, their friends were 
obliged to cut and tear away their ice- 
armored garments. After changing clothing 
a bushel of ice that had fallen off in the 
process was swept from the floor. 


PASSING OF AN ANCIENT LIGHT- 
HOUSE : 

Some of you can tell off-hand where Cape 
Henlopen is located. ‘Those who do not 
know may look on the map of the United 
States for Delaware and Delaware Bay, 
and will find a cape on each side of this 
bay’s entrance to the acean. One is Cape 
May, at the extreme end of New Jersey. 
Just across from Cape May is Cape Hen- 
lopen, and on this cape stands a lighthouse 
to guide the mariners. 

For two hundred years there has been a 
light here to warn sailors that land is near. 
The present building was erected by the 
British Government in 1764, while America 
still was part of the colonial possessions of 
Great Britain. 

In the year in which it was built, Pitts- 


burgh was still Fort Pitt, which just the 
year before had been besieged by an Indian 
force commanded by their noted leader, 
Pontiac. In the year 1764, Pontiac, en- 
deavoring to hold all his Indians together 
for further attacks on the white settlers, 
was defeated by General Bouquet and 
forced to make Peace at ‘Tuscarawas, Ohio, 
So you see the old light has stood a long, 
long time. 

Now, however, it is to come down, It 
has weathered many storms, but now its 
foundations are so badly undermined by the 
ocean waves that it is no longer safe, When 
it was built, it stood far from the sea, its 
base protected by sand dunes. These the 
wind has blown far inland, and the under- 
mining by the waves has gone steadily for- 
ward. 

On October 1, last, workmen began tear- 
ing down the old light-tower, which is 126 
feet high, and whose light is visible at sea 
for seventeen miles, 

The new light will be of a temporary 
character, and not visible as many miles as 
the old light. It will be ттт feet above the 
water, and 63 feet above the ground, and 
will be placed on a skeleton tower with a 
slatted daymark. 

The light will be fixed white with a red 
sector. The white light is 450 candle- 
power, and the red light 130 candlepower. 

At many other places on the Delaware 
and New Jersey coasts, the sea is washing 
away the land and gaining. In the not far 
distant future the topography of the coast 
line from Sandy Hook to Cape Hatteras 
may all be changed.

as much as we give to organized religion.

NEWS OF THE CHURCH 1 


THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY 
Members of the Auxiliary were given an 
insight of conditions in far-off lands that 
are shocking in this Christian era—yes, and 
in America also. 
Human nature has not changed much 
since Rev, Isaac Watts wrote: 


“See how we grovel here below, 
Fond of these earthly toys; 
Our souls, how heavily they go 

To reach eternal joys.” 


There is one doctor for 180,000 people 
in Liberia. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church supports eleven dispensaries, but 
they are only a drop in the bucket of need. 

A native missionary bought land for a 
school, and gave twenty-five scholarships— 
one hundred and twenty-five applied. In 
Liberia alone, 300 villages have never heard 
the Gospel. 

One Christian woman found a heathen 
mother selling her baby to a Moslem; she 
paid a higher price, and the baby is now 
being brought up in a Christian home. 

In our own Southern mountains, many of 
the people are very ignorant. The Church 
supplies Bibles and Prayer books, but the 
masses are too illiterate to read them, 

The Tuttle Memorial was discussed, and 
a committee of three— . Gossling, Mrs. 
Marron, and Mrs. Heinze—appointed to ask 
for contributions, 

The speaker of the afternoon was Miss 
Ormsby, in charge of the Hebrew Church 
School, at 517 North Fifth Street. She is 
an enthusiast in her work, loves the Jews, 
and alluded to the fact that Christ was a 
Jew, Christianity was carried on by Jewish 
disciples—St. Paul being the most notable. 

Miss Ormsby gave a vivid account of the 
massacre of Jews in Russia. Whole villages 
have been slaughtered; Christians have 
been so inhuman over there, the Jews feel 
they have horns and hoofs like the devil. 
However, that is not in America. The Jews 
here are educated, and she thinks they are 
religious. They accept Christ when once

OUR NEW ENDOWMENT PLAN 
It is simply а method of increasing the 
Endowment Fund of our parish by making 
individual endowments NOI. Ап indi- 
vidual starts an endowment with any 
amount of one dollar or over. A separate 
record is kept of all the payments on ac- 
count of that endowment which bears the 
name of the donor. All the money thus con- 
tributed goes into the general endowment 
fund, and the interest is used for parish ex- 
penses. Thus the endowments become pro- 
ductive of results immediately. Not only 
that, but so many times people forget their 
Church in making their wills; they overlook 
the fact that when they go, their contribu 
tions are missing. Again, many people hesi- 
tate to leave a sum of money in their wills 
because it must of necessity be small. This 
method gives everybody an opportunity to 
have part in the endowment, for the gifts 
are determined entirely by the individual— 
they may be of any amount. 


The endowment may be begun with a 
dollar, then payments of any amount addi- 
tional made at any time. When the sum 
reaches ten dollars, then a permanent 
record is made of that endowment. That 
does not mean that payments ought to stop 
then, however. It is a good idea to set for 
ourselves a goal to be reached before we 
pass оп — perhaps $1,000, $2,000, $3,000, 
$5,000—or whatever it may be. 

‘These endowments may be made in 
memory of a dear one departed this life. 

Or they may commemorate an anniver- 
sary in our lives—birthday, wedding, birth- 
day of children, etc. 

Or they may take the form of a thank- 
offering for some particular blessing—re- 
covery from illness (ourselves or loved 
ones), delivery from danger, coming of 
good fortune, etc, 

"Two very suggestive times for the estab- 
lishment of an endowment are (1) at Dap- 
tism of a child, and (2) at Confirmation 
(our own or others). 
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Parents (or godparents) may start ап 
endowment for the child at baptism. ‘This 
type of endowment may not go over a total 
of $10. Then, at Confirmation, the child, 
assuming responsibility for his own spirit- 
ual life, might appropriately start another 
endowment for himself — a Confirmation 
Endowment which, it is suggested, should.be 
complete at $10, and not to exceed $25. 
"The idea of this is that Confirmation repre- 
sents a single experience; therefore, the en- 
dowment should be completed as soon as 
possible and endowments of the first type 
mentioned begun— which are termed 
"Thanksgiving Endowments, and may reach 
any amount. So, then, to sum up, we have 
three types: 

(1) Baptismal Endowments, begun with 
any amount, but not totalling more than $10. 
Founded by parents or sponsors at time of 
child's baptism. 

(2) Confirmation Endowments, begun 
with any amount, but not totalling more 
than $10, or at most $25. Founded by the 
child at time of Confirmation. 

(3) Thanksgiving Endowments, begun 
with any amount, and totalling any amount. 
Founded by any person in thankful remem- 
brance of a life, an anniversary, or a par- 
ticular blessing. 

Now I hope I have made the matter clear. 
1f not, I shall be happy to answer any ques- 
tions about it at any time. 

Remember, that no permanent record is 
made of any endowment until it reaches $10. 

I hope also that you will see the great 
advantages which lie in this system and that 
many (if not all) of you will begin endow- 
ments at once, 

"The method received the hearty endorse- 
ment of the Vestry at the last regular 
meeting. 

Now the list has already recorded on it 
the names of three persons who have 
founded endowments. Let us make it grow 
rapidly and greatly.

Tire Suxpay $сиоо, a CRIME ANTIDOTE 
(Reprinted from The Literary Digest) 
Regular attendance upon Sunday School 

during the period of character-formation 

would cause the criminal courts and jails 
to close, for there would be no "raw mate- 
rial” to work on. This is not a platitude 
from the pulpit. It is an expression of be- 
lief of a judge who has had long experi- 
ence. In the eighteen years that he has sat 
on the bench in two courts, Supreme Court 

Justice Lewis L. Fawcett, of Brooklyn, has 

had more than 4,000 boys less than twenty- 

one years arraigned before him, charged 
with various degrees of crime. But of this 
large number only three were members of 

a Sunday School at the time of the com- 

mission of their crimes. And, says Justice 

Fawcett, as he is quoted in the New York 

Herald-Tribune: 


‘Even these three exceptional cases were 
technical in character and devoid of hein- 
ousness, so that they are scarcely worth 
mentioning. All three cases had a girl in 
them. In one, a young man who wished to 
make a pleasing impression on a new sweet- 
heart, and not being well clad, stole an over- 
coat. In another, the young man was а 
tested for carrying a pistol without a pei 
mit. He said that he wished to protect him- 
self against a gang member, who had be- 
come aggrieved because he had taken his 
girl from him. In the third, the young man 
drew a penknife on his opponent in a quar- 
rel over a girl. 

"In view of this significant showing, I do 
not hesitate to express the conviction that 
attendance by young men at Sunday School 
or other religious work, with its refining at- 
mosphere, i preventive against 
crime and worthy of careful study by those 
who are dismayed by the increase of crime 
on the part of the young men of Ameri 

"In 1,092 suspended criminal sentences, 
only sixty-two of the young men were 
brought back for violation of the conditions 
of their parol In each suspended sen- 
tence case I insisted upon the return of the 
youth, if he was a Protestant, to a Sunday 
School; if a Roman Catholic, to attendance 
at mass, and, if a Jew, to attendance at a 
synagogue or a temple, In each instance 
T had the earnest co-operation of the min- 
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ister, the priest or the rabbi, and in each 
case I saw to it that the young man had a 
job to go to as soon as he was freed on 
parole. In virtually all of the suspended 
sentence cases the reform was quick and, I 
believe, permanent.” 


And the method that will produce the de- 
sired results in Brooklyn, believes Justice 
Fawcett, will produce them anywhere. 
Moreover, he is assured that what is good 
for the youth would be equally saluatary 
with adults. He asserts: 


“The sustained, wholesome, moral atmos- 
phere imparted through habitual attendance 
upon Sunday School and church will expel 
criminal impulses. 

"Any man not contributing to support 
some church or organized religious work 
is living on charity—riding on some other 
man's transportation. If he really desires 
abatement of crime, he should ally himself 

with those agencies which prevent or abate 
crime." 


Thi a very old adage, dating back to 
the days of Solomon; but its import is need- 
ful for our day and generation. We have 
come upon perilous times, when men are 
lovers of their own selv covetous, 
boasters, proud, high-minded, unthankful, 
unholy, lovers of pleasure more than lovers 
of God. 

The Baptist Standard tells a story of a 
United States Senator by the name of Var- 
deman, who once rented out a plot of several 
acres to one of his black neighbors. The 
land was to be planted in corn, and the 
Senator, then ex-Governor, was to receive 
one-fourth, The corn was duly harvested, 
but the Senator did not receive his fourth. 
Meeting the negro, one day, he said: “Sam: 
have you harvested your corn?” “Oh, yes, 

: ‘Well, wasn't I to get 
sah, boss, dat’s de 
truf, but—dar—wasn’t no fo'th. Dar was 
jez’ three loads, an’ dey was mine.” 

This, alas, we fear, is true of many to- 
day who are all but ignoring God in their 
daily lives. 


How can we eXpect God's blessing upon 
our substance and our labours when we 
treat Him so? 

There is extravagance in everything €X- 
cept in our gifts and our offerings to the 
Lord where we practice most rigid economy. 

In Everybody's we have a story of Japa- 
nese economy. In Japan, economy is held 
to be a high virtue. The story reads of two 
old misers of Tokyo who were one day dis- 
cussing ways and means of saving. “I man- 
age to make a fan last about twenty years,” 
said one, "and this is my system: I don't 
wastefully open the whole fan and wave it 
carelessly. I open only one section at a 
time. That is good for about a year. Then 
I open the next, and so on, until the fan is 
eventually all used up." "What! twenty 
years for a good fan?" exclaimed the other. 
"What sinful extravagance! In my family 
we use a fan for two or three generations, 
and this is how we do it: We open the 
whole fan, but we don't wear it out by wav- 
ing it. No, no! We hold it still, like this, 
under our nose, and wave our face."

Ле while back I returned from 
; where I visited many of the evan- 
gelical churches. In one place, the pas- 
tor of the church told me the following 
incident: A colporteur took a trip to 
the south of the country to sell Bibles 
He met a woman who was about to 
go on board a little steamer that was 
leaving for a place named Imperial, and 
sold her a Bible. This she read on 
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board to pass away the time. After a 
little while, a priest, who was also 
traveling, came and asked her what she 
was reading. On being told that it was 
the Bible, he roughly snatched the 
Book from the woman's hands and 
threw it into the river. A fisherman 
near by saw the Book and picked it out 
of the water. He took it home to his 
house and, excited by curiosity, began 
to read it. He and all his family ac- 
cepted the truth which had in some 
strange way come to them. Soon they 
could not keep it to themselves, and 
they invited several neighbors to read 
with them the precious Book. The in- 
terest began to grow, and others ob- 
tained Bibles, and they organized a 
Bible class and sought the help of an 
evangelical pastor. Later a church was 
organized, and now, in that town, a 
beautiful building has been consecrated 
to the worship of God by a congrega- 
tion which had its beginning in this 
truly remarkable fashion,

Of course, there аге some who are in 
their places invariably, Sunday after Sun- 
day, and if I do not see them there, I am 
almost sure they are ill, or have some urgent 
reason for not coming. And there are a 
number of our parishioners who support the 
Church loyally—even giving beyond what 
ight be called their normal ability. To 
is the credit for our splendid showing 
ar, for the first time in a long while 
1 almost tempted to say, in the history 
of our parish) coming out with income and 
outgo even. But special collections and 
efforts were responsible for much of this. 
If it hadn't been for the Easter Offering 
and the Christmas Gift, we would have 
fallen short about $2,500. In a few weeks 
we shall have another opportunity to give 
to the Easter Offering—let us make it even 
more generous than before— $2,000, if pos- 
sible—and it is possible if we will. It de- 
pends only upon how much we feel grateful 
to God for the blessings of which Easter 
reminds us, 

However, I do wish to stress, as our 
Accounting Warden did at the Parish 
Supper, that it would be far better if our 
current expenses were met by our regidar 
income, i. e, by the offerings received 
through the duplex envelopes. That would 
be a really business-like way of doing it, and 
then we would not only be sure of our 
maintenance, but we could devote the 
Easter offering, Christmas gift, and other 
special collections, to special purposes, of 
which there are many claiming our atten- 
tion. For instance, some of the most press- 
ing are: (1) A new and modern heating 
plant. Our present system will not last 
much longer, maybe not another year; you 
know what trouble we have had with it 
this year. (2) The outside of the Church 
needs to be re-pointed and the roof repaired 
in a number of places. (3) The interior of 
the Church should be re-decorated. No 
doubt you have noticed that the paint has 
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peeled off in severa] spots and all of it is 
dark and dingy from the furnace dust. 
There are also a number of minor things 
which might be done advantageously—for 
instance, electric lighting in the parish 
house and the erection of a suitable front 
and curtain for the stage- 

Then, we mustn't forget our support of 
our missionaries. [ast year, you did splen- 
didly, meeting our “expec ation” of $1,500 
This year, we are asked for $1,650, 
which, of course, we can do readily, for that 
isn't as much as we gave last year. I want 
to see $2,000 turned in for 1925, and I know 
you will not disappoint me.

Dear Mr. Gossling: 

‘The "Expectations" relating to contribu- 
tions from the Parishes and Missions of the 
Diocese applying to the Maintenance 
Budget of the work of the Diocese and Gen- 
eral Church for 1924, as reported to the 
last annual Convention, totaled $408,550.00. 
When our books closed for the year, the 
Parishes and Missions had paid $390,984.25 
of this amount. The sincere effort made to 
reach the 
encouraging, and the interest was wide- 
spread. $73,202.05 of Divisible Funds 
received in December, 1924, as compared 
with $44 n December, 1923. to apply 
to this figure. 

A necessary increase of approximately 
ten per cent has been apportioned among 
the Parishes and Missions for 1925. Your 
people are asked, if possible, to contribute 
$1,650.00, as their share of $450,000, the 
total amount apportioned, on the basis of 
$215,000 for the work of the Diocese, and 
$235,000 for the General Church, 

We desire to report the “Expectations” 
relating to this total sum, to the annual 
Convention in May. Will you kindly assist 
the Finance Department by indicating your 
willingness to undertake to raise from your 
people the amount requested, or giving the 
nearest amount to that figure which you can 
reasonably expect to raise, understanding 
that any less amount means a serious handi- 
cap to the Diocese and the General Church.

WHO I$ MY NEIGHBOR? — 

How shall we treat the other man? is a 
question that has received different answers. 
If he belongs to our family, clan or set— 
the world has always said: Treat him 
kindly; if outside of our immediate circle: 
Let him alone, but be honest with him in 
all business transactions, If much removed 
from us by differences in ancestry and cus- 
toms: Treat him as a barbarian, call him 
by degrading names, and pay no attention 
to his rights or to his feelings. 

Heathenism has always favored such an- 
swers, The god of the hills is different from 
the god of the valleys; the god on one side 
of a river is different from the one on the 
other side. Each supposed divinity has its 
devotees, and these are to look upon all 
others, not in the same race or clan, as 
enemiee 

The Old Testament teaching as to the 
existence of only one God cut away this 
narrow and bigoted idea of the human fam- 
ily. It taught love for one's neighbor as 
for one's self. Israel was to receive special 
privileges from their covenant God, but it 
was in order that they might become dis- 
tributors of those blessings to all the nations 
of the world. 

But the Jews were much influenced by 
heathen ideas of interpreting the command 
about the neighbor. In Christ's time, the 
maxim was popular, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor and hate thine enen The more 
thoughtful of the people, how were not 
satisfied, On one occasion, a lawyer secured 
from Jesus, not a definition, but an illustra- 
tion of the true meaning of the term— 
neighbor. It is in the parable of the Good 
Samaritan. In studying this matchless 
teaching of the Master, keep in mind the 
fact that, although living in the land of 
Palestine, Jews and Samaritans had bitter 
racial feelings to one another, 

In reading the story, we note first that 
the traveler to Jericho is a “man.” Nothing 
is said about his age or class. He is non- 
descript, but a man made in the image of 
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God, and therefore like ourselves, Secondly, 
here is a man in need. His claim on us is 
emphasized. His bruised condition is an 
appeal for help. The Samari- 


unavoida 
tan who responds and gives his time, 
strength and money, is placed in sharp con- 
trast with the heartless priest and Levite 
who could spare neither time or sympathy 
to relieve such dire need, The despised 
Samaritan is placed on a higher plane than 
the Jewish officials, and becomes for all 
time the representative of that neighborli- 
ness which rises superior to all racial or 
class distinctions. 


But we may also learn from the parable 
that the person nearest to us is our neigh- 
bor, and our love for him to be propor- 
tioned to our love for ourselves. But just 
as a pebble dropped into a body of water 
causes concentric circles to go out to the 
furthest shores, so neighborliness begins 
with the nearest man, but does not end until 
all the race has been included. 

How may this principle be applied to (1) 
Church Hospitality—your neighbor is the 
stranger who occupies your pew or an ad- 
joining one at any service. (2) Personal 
Work—testify to the value of salvation 
through Christ to the person whom you 
meet casually, (3) Missionary Enthusiasm 
—the unevangelized masses of mankind are 
to be made sharers in the blessings of the 
gospel. (4) Philanthropic Work—the desti- 
tute widow and orphan, the diseased, infirm 
and aged, are all to be thought of as neigh- 
bors, and their wants lovingly supplied. (5) 
The Usual or Extraordinary Relations of 
life—the merchant and his customer, the 
employer and his workman, the mechanic 
and his helper, the physician and his patient, 
the lawyer and his client, the traveler and 
his seat companion,—all are neighbors one 
to another. If this were always realized, a 
new era in human relations would begin. 


Kindness helps many a soul over life's 
pathway. Do your share.

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God’s Covenant 
“He will ever be mindful of His cove- 
nant"—Psa. 111: 5. 

God's gracious condescension to man 
is shown in many ways and is marvel- 
ous to contemplate, There are many 
illustrations of it in the Bible. Take, 
for example, the ninth chapter of Gene- 
sis. Here we have an account of God 
making a covenant with man. Think 
ofit! God, the Almighty, All-wise, and 
Eternal Jehovah, condescends to make 
a bargain with man, puts himself, as it 
were, on a level with us and pledges 
himself to keep his part of the contract. 

More than that—his faithfulness de- 
pends not on ours. As saith the Apostle: 
“If we believe not, yet he abideth faith- 
ful; he cannot deny himself” (II Tim 
2: 13). And so God's promise not to 
destroy the inhabitants of the earth 
again with a flood stands good, in spite 
of man's unbelief and wickedness. 
Many, if not all, God's promises to us 
are conditional, but it is not so here. 
The promise has been given and the 
contract sealed. Heaven and earth may 
pass away, but his Word shall not pass 
away. Important documents are not 
only signed, but sealed—usually with a 
red seal, God's promise was given, and 
he attached the seal—the rainbow, the 
first color of which is always the red, 
followed by the other six colors that 
form the solar spectrum, and always 
in precisely the same order, namely, 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, 
and violet. And just as the rainbow 
contains these seven colors, symbolic 
of perfection, in exactly the same order, 
so surely shall God's promise be ful- 
filled. 

The question arises, was there never 
а rainbow before? All writers we ever 
read and speakers we have heard speak 
on the subject have, without an excep- 
tion, declared, if we mistake not, that 
there must necessarily have been rain- 
bows before the time of the flood.

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YOUTH 

At a luxurious residential hotel on upper 
Broadway, New York City, there was а high 
school fraternity dance on a recent evening. 
Some two hundred young persons attended. 
Many of them carried liquor, and in spite 
of warnings and protests from employees, 
drinking was general. Four boys became so 
intoxicated that they had to be carried out 
of the building to a private exit. As the 
evening wore on, the dancers grew so bois- 
terous that long before the agreed closing 
hour the hotel management called a police- 
man and literally forced them to leave. 
Twenty-five empty flasks were found in the 
disordered ballroom and dressing rooms. 
"These shocking incidents were by no means 
unprecedented; rather they have become 
typical of high school dances. Every hotel 
manager knows that juvenile drinking has 
reached grave proportions, that indulgence 
in liquor by girls and boys from fifteen to 
twenty years of age is resulting in deplorable 
excesses, 

Wait a bit. Skeptical readers may think, 
perhaps, that we are reciting the extravagant 
charges of some strait-laced reformer or 
bigoted slanderer of the younger generation. 
Not so. We are quoting from a written 
statement issued the president of the com- 
pany operating the hotel in question. He 
says that these “distressing incidents in 
connection with high school dances” have 
become so frequent and intolerable that he 
has forbidden further bookings of such 
affairs, and the hotel association of the city 
will be asked to adopt the same policy, 

Now New York hotel men may fairly be 
considered to represent liberal views, and a 
condition which they are impelled to de- 
nounce as scandalous and to meet with 
drastic prohibitions of their own is not one 
to be lightly disregarded. The young folk 
who attend these dances presumably come 
from “good” families; at home and at 
school they are taught the elementary prin- 
ciples of decent conduct; yet an astonishing 
number of them, their immature minds

dazzled by the prevailing fashion of law de- 
fiance, find an irresistible fascinating in 
aping the hardihood and grossness of 
vicious adults. This does not even faintly 
reflect that independence, self-reliance and 
gay, but candid, instinct of self-expression 
which optimists attribute to modern boys 
and girls. It is paltry and unwholesome 
and offensive—North American. 


A усаг ago we asked what was wrong 
with the Bible that it should be forbidden 
to teach it in the schools of so many of 
our States, and that it should be neglected 
in so many of the others. We never got a 
satisfactory answer. No one ever told us 
why other religions can be taught and not 
the religion of the Bible. Most of us do 
not believe in Buddhism or Mohammedan- 
ism, and most of us do believe in Christian- 
ity; yet the former religions are made a 
subject of study without raising any out- 
cry, while Christianity is ordered out. That 
we can't understand either, We have had 
a lot of letters attacking us for urging 
public-school teaching of the Bible, but in 
none of them was a good reason given for 
not teaching it. How discouraging it all is 
when men will attack a teacher for the mis- 
takes made by his pupils, and rule out of 
the lives of the young the finest principles 
of daily living that have yet been offered 
to men. They are so needed, too. If Christ- 
mas means to you anything more than a 
holiday and a festival of giving, give some 
thought to the moral and religious training 
of the children. When enough of you get 
to thinking about it, something will be done. 
The records of the criminal courts prove 
that it is needed.—IVilliam Frederick Bige- 
lose, Editor, in Good Housekeeping.

PASTORAL LETTER 
Dear Parishioners: 

It would be my dearest wish to write this 
letter differently than I shall, but it is not 
possible. Frankly, 1 am very greatly dis- 
appointed in you—for two reasons: 

(1) The Easter Offering. I think the 
facts of the case were presented plainly 
enough for anyone to understand, yet the 
offering, the last I heard, was about one- 
half only of the $2,000 we told you was 
needed, 

(2) Some time ago I wrote you a letter, 
asking you to co-operate in a certain plan 
we had to endeavor to increase the attend- 
ance at the evening service. Only a very 
meager proportion of you folks saw fit even 
to reply! Something like eighty cards were 
returned. Of course, you were perfectly at 
liberty to say you could not or would not 
enter into our plan if you so chose 
though that would have been disappointing 
enough if every one of those who replied 
had signified their willingness to help—but 
not to respond at all seems to me inexcus- 
able. Even common courtesy would dic- 
tate the necessity of replying to a personal 
communication, especially when it meant 
the checking off of a post-card already pre- 
pared for you. 

But, letting that go, together with the 
very poor response to our Easter appeal, 
it indicates a most lamentable indifference 
on the part of the congregation as a whole.

The Altar 
Guild deserve our hearty thanks and con- 
gratulations for their good work. 

I am glad, too, to express my pleasure in 
the Easter music. Our new soprano solo- 
ist, Mrs. Luckenbach, gave a splendid ac- 
count of herself on her last appearance, and 
rendering music which was none too easy. 
We commend her and wish her joy in our 
work together. Now that this matter is 
settled, I hope we can get back again into 
our old regular and precise stride in our 
music.

We have a 
reputation for good music which I earn- 
estly hope we shall do our utmost to retain. 

Then I want to congratulate the Sunday

HELPED BY HINDRANCES 


Thompson, the devoted Edinburgh medi- 
cal missionary, speaks of the cost of giving 
up a boy's social gathering for games and 
reading, because the desired ends seemed 
not to be reached. A year or two afterward 
he started morning classes which proved a 
great success. A German countess was im- 
prisoned, by those who would break up her 
Christian work among neglected sailors and 
fishermen, in a madhouse. Her plans were 
broken. But when her release came, the 


story of her awful treatment led to iaws 
which prevented the like outrages, and pro- 
vided inspection Of lunatic asylums and 
awakened so much Sympathy and interest in 
her work that she Was able to do thrice as 
much as she did before. Both were hin- 
dered that they might be given larger things. 


THE GROWTH OF A “RENT~ 
(Luke 16: 26) 


It is often difficult to rend or tear a gar- 
ment, but how easy it is to widen a breach 
already made! Тһе waves break upon your 
sand castle for a time with no apparent re- 
sult; but, behold, they have broken through 
at last in a tiny channel, and now each wave 
widens it until your walls fall with a crash. 
Your cloth has worn thin, after long usage, 
and now a hole—ever so small—appears, 
and soon the frayed edges give in every 
direction. Dives merely refused Lazarus 
when he first asked for alms; then his atu- 
tude toward him grew into a settled and 
callous indifference. Each time that he 
steeled his heart against human pity, he re- 
jected the claims of Christ in the likeness 
of a poor brother. At last, the growing 
cleavage between himself and his brother 
man developed into a limitless gulf that shut 
him out from God. Follow up this thought 
by illustrations of the effects of a wedge— 
how a small tree, by its growth, has often 
broken up solid masonry; sin gets its roots 
into the heart through the opening caused 
by a small self-indulgence; the fire from 
the small cone of a volcano will, in the end, 
burst forth, and make an enormous orifice 
for the expulsion of an ocean of flame (ap- 
plication to the "passions").— The Chris- 
tian.

Mr. Ernest C. Goodenberger, of Kiulung- 
kiang, Yunnan, writes as follows to the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, concerning work in this quite 
new field : RM 

“The factors involved in our mission 
work here have shown little change in the 
last few months, You know of the op- 
position from the local ‘Tai | authorities, 
which condition has prevailed almost 
throughout the life of the station, we are 
told. Even though with oriental slowness, 
the work is developing in interest and num- 
bers. " пе 

ЧА unique feature that is most promising 
is the opportunity to reach others, outsiders, 
through the native Christian homes. As you 
will recall, the Christians in this region must 
leave their villages and move to the Chris- 
tian village just opposite the compound, 
where they are given protection and stand- 
ing. 

“Every fifth day a large market is held a 
short distance from the station compound. 
The evening before market, many people 
from the outlying villages spend the even- 
ing and night in the homes of the Chris- 
tians, for the markets always take place 
early in the morning. 

“The Christian families are using this op- 
portunity in a splendid way, for they tell 
their guests the gospel story, read to them 
and teach them from the Bible. 

“No one can measure the influence that 
such wholesome contacts will bring, and we 
have a right to believe that God's Word 
shall not return unto Him void." 


SAVE WASTE PAPER 
` Few of us realize the importance of sav- 
ing and selling waste paper to the junk man 
rather than burning it. To-day, when the 
country is threatened with a wood and paper 
famine, and our forests are disappearing so 
rapidly, every effort should be made to save 
every scrap of paper. Tt is estimated that 


the saving of Paper would make it possible 
to save over 1,000,000,000 feet of lumber 
each Year. Waste paper, such as old maga- 
zines, books, all kinds of printed matter and 
Paper books, takes the place of wood pulp 
and Saves millions of trees. Such material 
is used for paper, making paper boxes, 
roofing and building boards, and paper ship- 
Ping containers of all kinds, which carry as 
much as one hundred pounds. If every one 
would save the waste paper in his home, it 
would not be necessary to use a single tree 
for such material, It would require more 
than 500,000,000 feet of lumber each year 
to make the paper shipping cases used 
throughout the country. 


TO HONOR PATRIOTIC WOMAN 

Members of the State Geographic Board 
of Pennsylvania have announced that ar- 
rangements have been made to name a 
mountain in Pennsylvania for Catharine 
Smith, who made gun barrels at the mouth 
of White Deer Creek, for the Continental 
Army.

His long, curved 
bill is somewhat depressed and blunt; his 
wings are short and rounded, legs аге 
robust, and his tail is long; his toes rather 
long, with large claws. He is slightly larger 
than the other species of the thrush family, 
measuring nearly twelve inches. A collector 
once set out to secure a specimen of this 
remarkable bird, but so charmed was ne

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A CHRISTIAN 
Christianity in these days is being re- 
peatedly defined. Perhaps in no tine with- 
in the last several generations has it been 
so much considered and а clear definition 
su sought as in these present days. It is al- 
ways well worth while for the individual to 
seek to satisfy himself in his own heart and 
conscience touching what it is to be a Chris- 
tian. There is no other question that can 
compare with this one in its importance. 
What is it, then, to be a Christian? To 
be a Christian is to believe in Christ. Christ 
is a definite Person. He is that Person who 
is the Son of God and Son of man. He is 
that Person who came down from heaven 
to earth, that second Person of the Godhead 
who beeame incarnate, who limited Him- 
self for a time that He might take our place 
and accomplish redemption for us, so that 
we, believing in Him, should come into the 
possession of Eternal Life, and accomplish- 
ing that for us, He ascended back to Heaven 
and the Throne of God, there to present 
His redemptive work for us and through it 
make intercession for us, and there before 
Him "every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess that He is Lord.” And this 
definite Person shall be our Judge in the 
final judgment. Yes, to be a Christian is 
to definitely believe in a Personal Christ, 
Who sees us and loves us and cares for us 
and provides every blessing that we have, 
and Who is our Lord and Saviour, con- 
stantly seeking so to lead us that we shall 
always choose the right and reject the 
wrong. Well does the Word say, “Не that 
cometh to God must believe that He is, and 
that He is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek Him.” Yes, to be a Christian 
is to believe in a Person, and that Person is 
Jesus Christ, who is just as definite as your 
mother or your father, or any person you 
know. Paul says, “I know Him.” The 
most definite thing that Paul knew was the 
Person, Jesus Christ. Christ, Who sees and 
thinks and desires and works and com- 
mands; Jesus Christ, the personal Saviour 


ut the individual pe" He saith, “Louk 
unto Me, and be ye 9*9, . for I am 
God, and there is none els Yes, to be a 
Christian is to have а personal Saviour, and 
that Person is Jesus Christ the Lord, 
What, then, is it to be a Christian? we 
ask again, And again Wé answer that to be 
a Christian is to believe in Christ, But 
what is it to believe in Christ: To believe 
in Christ is to believe іп what Christ be- 
lieves. If we believe in any person about 
us, we believe in what they believe. If we 
do not believe in what they believe, then we 
do not blieve in them and we do not trust 
them. If we do not believe that a person is 
correct in all they think and say and do, 
then we will not trust them, we will not 
follow them, we will hold certain reserva- 
tions respecting them. But Jesus says of 
Himself, "I am the Way, the Truth and the 
Life, no man cometh unto the Father but 
by me," This Person Christ says of Him- 
at He is perfect in wisdom, absolutely 
ss in Being, able to save unto the ut- 


sinl 
most, and approved of God the Father in 


all respects. 

The Holy Scriptures are the records that 
tell us of this Person, Jesus Christ, the 
things He said and did and approved. He 
to us, “Search the Scriptures, . . . 
they are they that testify of Me.” And 
again He says, “I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever beileveth on Me 
should not abide in darkness. He that re- 
jecteth Me, and receiveth not my words, 
hath one that judgeth him: the word that [ 
have spoken, the same shall judge him in 
the last day.” 

То be a Christian, therefore, is to believe 
in the Personal Christ and to believe in 
what He believes. This directs the Chris- 
tian to think about Christ, to try more and 
more to know Him in His fulness and to 
more and more study His Word, that he 
may know what Christ believes, that he in 
turn may believe as He believes, so that He 
may live just as fully as possible like Him. 
"The Christian is not one who is seeking the 


а 
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praise of men, but the approval of his Lord 
and Saviour, of Him who is the most 
precious Friend he has or ever can have. 
‘The one person whom the Christian delights 
to please is Jesus Christ his Saviour. He 
delights to walk with Him and talk with 
Him and have His “well done." 

The Christian, therefore, believing in 
Jesus and in what Jesus believes, is in his 
spirit a Christ-like person. He approves 
what Jesus approves and disapproves what 
Jesus disapproves, It is his desire and his 
purpose and his joy to walk with Christ. 
This is in true accord with what Jesus says, 
when He says, “Ye must be born again.” 
This life of faith and trust and joy in Christ 
and fellowship with Him is not the way of 
the man of this world, but it is the life and 
the way of the man who believes in Jesus 
Christ. He is born again. He is living 
under new conditions, the life which Jesus 
always gives to the man who believes in 
Him. This is in perfect agreement with 
what the great Apostle Paul says, “If any 
man have not the spirit of Christ, he is 
none of His.” When two men are agreed 
and find joy in that agreement, they are 
two men of like spirit. So when we have 
real faith in Jesus Christ, He does not be- 
come like us, but we become like Him, we 
rejoice in His spirit, and we strive to be 
like Him. This is the great daily endeavor 
of the Christian, to be Christ-like. Ch 
is such a Person, with such a personality 
and position and power and responsibility, 
that He cannot be put aside by us, forgotten 
and neglected. That is not possible when 
we believe in Jesus, for Jesus is the only 
Saviour and Lord, our Saviour for to-day if 
we are to live a saved life 10-0: 

‘The Christian in this world is not a per- 
fect man, and no one knows that so well as 
he does himself, and his un-Christ-likeness 
is his grief and his burden, that burden 
which he constantly carries to his Saviour, 
that Christ shall carry it away, and by His 
power help him to be Christ-like. “For it 
ts God who worketh in us, both to will and 


to do of His good pleasure." Paul says, 
"I find a law in my members warring 
against the law of my mind, and bringing 
But as evil contends 


me into captivity, 
with him and lays him low at times, Paul 
is contending against that evil in him, and 
by the help of Christ he comes up an “over- 
comer.” What Christ is and what He says, 
is all important to the Christian, that the 
Christian may know from Christ what is 
right, in order that he may contend for it 
and strive to live accordingly. That is a 
beautiful picture that is given us of the 
last moments of that great, sweet, Christian 
soul, the late Hon. Thomas R. Marshall. 
Lying back upon his pillow, he took his 
Bible to listen to what Jesus, his Saviour, 
would say to him. He read silently the 
fourth chapter of Mark, He read down te 
the end of it, “With what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you again." He laid 
the Bible down. He was doubtless think- 
ing that through, “With what measure ye 
mete, it shall be measured to you.” ‘The 
measure of a man in Christ-likeness is the 
measure of success in life for man, And 
Thomas R, Marshall believed that and 
sought day by day to live that. And he 
did, and was greatly beloved for his noble, 
loving, Christ-like spirit. 

Are we soldiers in Christ's army, con- 
tending to possess His spirit and thus live 
Ilis life? That is Christianity. That is what 
it is to be a Christian. May we all be 
striving day by day to be Christ-like.
